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OHIO REPUBLICANS HAPPY 


WHEY HAVE THE LEGISLATURE TO 
SUPPORT THEIR GOVERNOR. 
®ORAKER’S PLURALITY FROM 17,000 To 
20,000, AND THE LEGISLATURE ‘ RE- 

PUBLICAN WITHOUT DOUBT. 

CoLtumBtus, Oct. 15—1 A. M.—The best 
gstimate that can be made at this houron 
Foraker’s plurality indicates that his ma- 
jority over Hoadly will not be less 
than 20,000. The Prohibition Party received 
heavy support from Democrats in the north and 
and northeastern tier of counties, but will not 
exceed 20,000. 

The following has just been received by the 
Chairman of the Republican Committee from 
Cincinnati, and confirms previous dispatches:

Tuo O'Clock A. M.—Unofficial returns from 
nearly all the precincts canvassed since 
midnight make oraker’s plurality touch 
21.000, With the rest of the ticket 
likely to exceed that, and 23,000 votes 
for Pronibitionists, and 2,000 for Greenbackers 
on a total of over 700,000. The Legislature is Re- 
publican on joint ballot,without 14 from Hamul- 
ton County, by at least 5, and probably 9, but 
without Hamilton County the Senate will likely 
have 1 Democratic majority. With Hamilton 
County Republicans will have 33 majority on 
joint ballot, and a working majority in each 
branch. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 14.—The election re- 
turns received to-day indicate that, conceding 
all the doubtful districts to the Democrats, the 
Legislature, the possession of which was the 
most important feature in the contest, will 
still be Republican by a majority of one. 
The doubtful districts will not, however, all 
be Democratic. In this county, which has been 
in the doubtful column, the late returns indicate 
that the Republicans have elected 13 out of the 
14 members constituting the delegation. This 
estimate is based upon returns from 195 of the 
205 "ia with the 10 which are missing esti- 
mated. 


At the Democratic headquarters they refuse 

to admit the correctness of this estimate, but 
they have nothing with which to dispute it ex- 
cept the assertion that there have been ex- 
traordinary Democratic gains in the missing 
precincts. In some of _ these _ precincts 
outrageous frauds are known to have 
been perpetrated, and should the re- 
turns show any such Democratic gains 
as are predicted, the Republicans believe 
they can succeed in court in having the vote 
from these precincts thrown out. They there- 
fore feel pretty safe on their present estimate, 
which gives majorities for the different mem- 
bers of the delegation of from 300 to 800. 
\ The defeated member of the delegation is Col. 
Robert Harlan, who is generally known among 
turfmen, and isthe only colored man who was 
on the ticket. 

The incoming Legislature will be composed 
almost entirely of new men, and its election isa 
distinct rebuke to the disposition to add to the 
tax burdens of the people which has character- 
ized the outgoing Legislature. : 

The Republicans have elected members of the 
lower house in Ross, Adams, Belmont, and 
Washington Counties, which in the present 
Legislature are represented by Democrats, and 
have gained Senators in the Ross and Highland 
and the Stark and Carroll districts: The delega- 
tion from thiseceuwnty in the present Legislature 
consists of 13 Democrats and 1 Republican, the 
exuct reverse of the complexion of the delega- 
tion elected yesterday, as indicated by present 
returns. 

Judge Foraker’s plurality for Governor is va- 
riously estimated at from 17,000 to 20,000. If the 
ratio of gains is kept up in the precincts not yet 
heard from his plurality will be about 18,000. In 
this county Judge Foraker has an estimated 
plurality of 1,875. 

The Prohibition vote is estimated at 25,000. 
In this county there were 886 Prohibition votes 
cast inatotal vote of 64,000. Speaking of the 
result to a reporter in Springfield to-day, the 
tev. Dr. Leonard, the Prohibition candidate for 
Governor, said: ‘“‘The Prohibition vote is all 
that could reasonably be expected, and is large 
enough to hold a balance of power in future 
eiections. The Probibition Party is the only 
one that shows an increase over the vote of !ast 
Fall. It has multiplied its vote by three, and 
will continue to grow. The next Prohibition 
campaign in Ohio begins to-day.” 

The Republicans have secured in Hamilton 
County a Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas, Treasurer, and Commussioner. The 
Democrats get the Clerk, Recorder, Prose- 
cuting Attorney, and member of tbe Board 
of Control. The majorities range from 2,100 
to less than 100. As regards these offices the 
voters showed a creditable discrimination. 

The 1,200 votes which were given to Foraker 
and not to the legislative ticket are sup- 
posed to represent the extent of the pur- 
cbases and infiuence of John McLean, 
whose ambition to succeed Sherman in the 
United States Senate led him to devote 
himself almost entirely to the legislative ticket. 
Mr. McLean is to-night charging the Republic- 
ans with gross frauds, and claiming that the 
county gave a fair Democratic majority of 1,000. 

As to the causes which ited to the result but 
little has yet been said. It ee d be set down as 
pretty certain, however, that the sectional issues 
which were raised by Senator Sherman, and 
taken. by the party leaders, had noth- 
ing to dado with it. he people, remem- 
bering the monstrous abuses of the ballot 
which occur in this city at every election, had 
little disposition to join in denouncing reported 
abuses of a different, but no worse, charac- 
ter in the South. The matters which in- 
terested them were taxation. restraints 
upon the liquor traffic, and the _ send- 
ing of a good man to the United States 
Senate. Upon the liquor question the leaders 
of both parties badivy misjudged the popular 
feeling. The theory of the politicians was that 
2 Prohibition ticket would draw Republican 
voters. The Democrats accordingly encour- 
aged the Prohibitionists, and, it is said, furnished 
them with money for their campaign. As a 
part of their programme Gov. Hoadly declared 
himself and his party as unchangeably opposea 
to prohibition. Their theory was that they 
could thus catch the entire liquor and German 
vote, while the Pronibitionists would go for 
Leonard, and Foraker would get the unim- 
portant remainder. 

The Republicans feared that such a pro- 
gramme would be successful, and fought it by 
fighting Leonard. The result shows that Hoad- 
ly’s extreme views on the liquor question drove 
Republican Prohibitionists, in order to secure 
his defeat. to tbe support of Foraker, 
while many Democrats, particularly the fac- 
tion known as “* Mossbacks,” disgusted with 
their party’s policy. voted for Leonard in order 
to rebuke it. Hoad!y was, therefore, slaughtered 
by the third party. which be so carefully 
nursed, and the Republicans were saved by this 
same third party, which they employed every 
means to destroy. 

The influence of President Cleveland in Ohio 
has been beneficial, and is now generally so rec- 
ognized by candid men of both parties. The re- 
sult isin no sense a rebuke to him or the prin- 
ciple of civil service reform. On the other 
hand, it is clearly a repuke to the Democratic 
jJeaders in this state, who have refused to sup- 
port him in his civil service policy. 

The fact that in one precinct the judges found 
more than 200 votes in excess of the whole num- 
ber of registered voters, has fcaused a feeling of 
indignation. This found expression this after- 
noon at the meeting of the Committee of One 
Hundred, composed of prominent business men 
of all parties. Action was taken looking to a 
prompt and fearless prosecution of the offend- 
ers. One man begged the committee to omit 
nothing that should be done for want of money, 
as he would meet all bills even tothe extent of 
$50,000 if necessary to Dunish and prevent frauds 
against the ballot. 

Advices tothe Commercial Gazette show that 
the Democrats in Knox County claim the elec- 
tion of Representative by 26 votes. Republic- 
ans at Zanesville claim the election of 


their Representative. The Republican can- 
didate for Senator in the oss-Highland 
district is elected. Republicans at Mari- 


etta claim the election of Glazier to the 
Legislature in their district. Senator Welsh, 
Demecratic candidate in the Athens district, 
claims his re-election, but fuller returns will be 
required tosettie it. Sandusky County reports 
the election of the Democratic Kepresentative 
by a small majority.

CHARGES OF TRICKERY. 
DEMOCRATS HOLDING BACK THE HAMILTON 
COUNTY RETURNS. 


CotumBus, Oct. 14.—The excitement 
growing out of the withholding of the Hamilton 
County vote on the legislative ticket is intense, 
and both parties are accusing each other of 
fraud. It was generally conceded by Democrats 
that the Republicans had a majority of both 
branches of the Legislature until dispatches 
were received from John R. McLean claim- 
ing the entire legislative ticket. These 
dispatches were followed by others from 
ex-Gov. Noyes and others to the effect that the 
Republicans had elected their entire legislative 
ticket, with but one exception. The full re- 
turns, however, are still withheld. 

_The Republicans have elected 59 members of 
the House. This claimis based upon the most 
authentic information. They have also elected 
17 Senators and havea fighting chance for two 
more, one in the Athens district and onein 
the Muskingum district. With 17 Sen- 
ators and 59 members in the House the 
Republicans have on joint ballot a majority of 
5, which would be more than enough to return 
Mr, Sherman to the Senate. The Republicans 
charge that the Democrats are simply witbhold- 
ing the Hamilton County vote tor the purpose 
of counting out enough Republican members 


in the close districts to give them_ the 
Legislature with 14 members from Ham- 
ilton County. As the case now stands 


the Republicans have the General Assembly 
without that county. Very urgent telegrams 
have been going overthe wires since the sus- 
picions were aroused, and every move is being 
closely watched.

The clean sweep of the Republicans, aided by 
the better element of the Democratic Party, is 
a subject of congratulations on all sides. Myers 
and ‘*Me too” Young were both buried yes- 
terday under the ballots ot an indignant peo- 
ple, and the other Democratic candidate, less 
objectionable, barely escaped defeat. 

ov. Hoadly was in his office to-day, well 
worn out with the work of the campaign. He 
stated that, personally, he did not seriously re- 
ret his own defeat, but that of his party he 
eeply felt. He believed, however, that 
the Democrats would have control of 
the Legislature. Judge Foraker he personal- 
ly esteemed, and wouid do all in his power 
to render his induction into office most pleasant. 

Ex-Congressman Converse attributes the de- 
feat of the Democrats to bad management, the 
Ripper bills, and loose legislation, ** and,” said 
Mr. Converse, “it takes brains to manage a cam- 
paign in Ohio, 
thoroughly organized, and their campaign was 
conducted with consummate skill.” - 

There has just been developed what is believed 
to be one of the greatest frauds ever known in 
Ohio politics. The scheme of the ringsters was 
not discovered a moment too soon. To-night 
Chairman Bushnell sent an urgent request to a 
well known citizen of Cincinnati for ful! infor- 
mation and has just received the following tele- 
gram: 

“Three ballot boxes in my own ward were stolen‘last. 
night by thieves and hidden. The gang are trying to 
make a ladder of fraua jong enough to reach. 
Our friends very confident as to legislative ticket. 
Ido not see why those who have committed a 
thousand penitentiary crimes here already to cut 
down our Kepublicun majority should not do enough 
more. 1 am informed that Constantine and Allan O. 
Myers are bere to-night, and that Mclean has tele- 
graphed the operators of the fraud machine throuch- 
out the State to leave the ballots in the boxes and 
meet him at Columbus.” 

That fraud is intended may be judged by the 
fact that Alexander Sands, the famous lobbyist 
and wire-puller, arrived trom Cincinnati to- 
nigbt and was driven rapidly to the State Dem- 
ocratic Committee headquarters, where he is 
now in secret conferenve with Secretary Bohl, 
of the committee. The Republican committee, 
upon learning these facts.at once sent tele- 
grams to their committees to guard the ballots 
closely andto prevent at all hazards the work 
of fraud. Sands was the prime mover in bring- 
ing Hoadly out as a Gubernatorial candidate.

DEMOCRATS STAID AT HOME. 
SOME INTERESTING FIGURES OF THE VOTE 

IN CLEVELAND. 
CLEVELAND, Oct. 14.—There are a-great 
many surprised men in Ohio to-day, Republic- 
ane as well as Democrats. The result has shown 
once more that Ohio is a Republican State, and 
that when it goes otherwise it is because a cer- 
tain body of Republicans are moved to rebuke 
something or somebudy within the party. 
The election of a Democratic Governor and 
Legislature two years ago was to punish 
the Republicans for the Scott and Smith laws, 
and yet so curiously have things shaped them- 
selves that the Scott law has done a great deal 
to bring about the result of yesterday. There 
are many saloon men who have been shown that 
in actual practice it was nothing more than a 
two-bundred-dollar license law, and who have 
withdrawn their opposition and would like to 
see it re-enacted asa bar against further prog- 
ress toward prohibition. Such men yoted the 
Republican ticket. 
But the chief help from the law lay in its 
money side. It was easy to prove to the tax- 
payers that it was an eflicient relief remedy, us 
it put $4,000,000 into the State and County Treas- 
uries, and yet added nothing to the cost ofa 
drink, as the money came out of the profits of 
the liquor seller. Germans who had no interest 
in the liquor business also looked at the matter 
in this jight, and many of them voted for 
Foraker who had supported Hoadly two years 
ago. The first opportunity given the Republic- 
ans will see the enactment of a law similar to 
the Scott measure, and the Democrats will 
hardly dare overturn it On any subsequent re- 
turn to power. 

The result in Cleveland is the election of the 
full Republican County ticket by an average 
majority of 4,000. The State ticket carries about 
the same vote. 

An analysis of the figures shows why 
the Democrats were beaten, and if the 
same thing holds good all through the State 
some new light islet inonthesubject. In 1883 
Foraker received in thts county 19,365 votes. 
This year he receives 19,377, a gain of 12. In 1883 
Hoadly received 19,726 votes, and this year 
15,505, a loss of 4,221. Of those registering in 
Cleveland 5,284 did not appear at the polls at all. 


Tbe inevitable conciusion is that a great 
many Democrats remained at home. The 
cause for this, as is assignea by leading 


Democrats, is a desire to rebuke Cleveland's 
Administration for its course in connection 
with the Government offices, and that men re- 
mained at home because they were displeased 
with the slowness of making removals. ar of 
this state of things existed before the Demo- 
cratic State Convention, and it was not alto- 
gether ailayed when the convention adopted a 
formal resolution in Cleveland’s favor.

THE FEELING IN WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—There have been 

few crowds about the bulletins here to get the 

news from Ohio, but the interest in the contest 
in that State has been profound. Democrats 
kave fed themselves upon the assurances of 
visitors from New-York, Indiana, Illinois, 
and Pennsylvania, that Ohio would elect

by the election of Hillin New-York and Lee in 

irginia, would bring the Administration to its 
senses and put anend to the dilly-daliying pol- 
icy that retained Republicans in office just be- 
cause they were efficient. ~

went to bed and to sicep, notwithstanding the 
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blow that haa been struck by Ohio at the Mc- 
Lean conspirators against the Administration 
and the cause of good government. 

One thing was settled by the failure to elect a 
Democratic Legislature, and that was that 
McLean could not come bounding into Washing- 
ton as a claimant for recognition and patronage 
on the ground that he had won a victory, and 
that, asa prospective Senator of the United 
States, he was in a position to club the President 
about the head. 

While some Democrats looked to victory in 
Obio and New-York as a sure way of bringing 
the President to the spoilsman’s view of Presi- 
dential obligations to party, others were heard 
to express a desire that this dofeat mig be 
followed by others and that several defeats 
would surely result iu a vigorous turning 
out of all Republicans and the ee: 
of active Democrats in their places. Thefeeling 
among Democratic office holders, office seekers, 
and laymen is not cheerful. With one accord 
they now all say: *‘We told you so.’ They 
knew Ohio was a Republican State, and that no 
dependence was to be placed upon the **d—d 
Dutch.” 

The Ohio defeat has lessened Democratic con- 
fidence in the election of Lee in Virginia. Sen- 
ator Sherman, ex-Gov. Noyes, Representatives 
Butterworth and McKinley, and perhaps Judge 
Foraker himself will go to Virginia immedi- 
ately to help out Wise. The Democrats say that 
all the money thatcan be raised in Ohio and 
elsewhere to contribute to the election of the 
Republican ticket in Virginia will be promptiy 
forwarded. 

There are some sensible Democrats here who 
account for the Ohio defeat in a manly way. 
They say the party deserved defeat, ana that 1t 
could have won erandly if it had not dodged 
civil service reform, nominated unfit candi- 
dates, and genera!ly conducted the campaign in 
a spirit of hostility to the President, while 
it sougnt to obtain support on the ground that 
Democratic defeat meant censure to the Ad- 
ministration. Democratic victory in Ohio would 
-have beena coal oil victory—valuable only to 
the McLean men in their bitter warfare on the 
President—and there are many Democrats who 
eee accept the defeat with Christian resig- 
nation.

‘OUTRAGES COMMITTED BY MASKED MEN IN’ 


LOUISIANA, 

NEW-ORLEANS, Oct. 14.—Some weeks ago, 
as has already been reported, a series of out- 
rages were perpetrated in the southern part of 
Bienville Parish and the northern part of Winn 
Parish, in this State, by a gang of masked men. 
Negroes were the victims, Sampson Harris hay- 
ing been killed by the gang and many others 
cruelly beaten. Harris was shot down in the 
presence of his family and at his own 
fireside. The Governor wrote to Judge 
Drew of that district to look into the 
matter, ana as a result W. E. Pratt, 
L. F. Ratcliff, A. Stringer, and J. W. Lucky were 
arrested. The accused had the most distin- 
guished counsel in that section of the State, and 
to-day one was discharged and the three others 
released on a five-hundred-dollar peace bond to 
answer to charges of assault and battery. This 
was on account of inability on the part of the 
prosecution to find any one willing to testify 
against them. 

Prominent citizens of that section deprecate 
these outrages, but they are afraid to take any 
active steps to prevent them and keep silent. 
No reason is assigned for this outbreak of bull- 
dosing, as there is no volitical campaign now in 
progress, but it has been said that the negroes 
favored the prohibition movement, which is 
attracting attention in some parts of the State.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Oct. 14.—Naval Cadet 
R. Bailey, of Arkansas, of the Third Class, has 
been found guilty by a court-martial of hazing

Class. The accused pleaded ruilty of the speci- 
fications, but uot guilty to the charge of hazing. 
The specifications to which Bailey contessed 
were that he went into the room of the Fourth 
Class men and asked one of them whether be 
was from a Republican or Democratic 
district, on being answered that he did 
not know, Bailey asked -him what he 
could do. The Fourth Class man replied that he 
could sing, and he was forced to give an exhibi- 
tion of his vocal powers. On hearing that he 
was to be court-martiaied, Cadet Balley went to 
Recker and Vanderborst and asked them to tell 
the full story, instead of hedging, as. the victims 
are usvally intimidated into doing. ~After the 
accused was adjudged guilty, Superintendent 
Ramsay recommended him for dismissal by the 
Secretary of the Navy.

LoutsvILze, Ky., Oct. 14.—Gen. Wilham 
Howard Irwin, who was ao Officer in the Mexi- 
can warand wason Gen. W. S. Hancock’s staff 
during the civil war, has become hopelessly 1n- 
sane, and this morning he was ordered to be 
incarcerated in the Anchorage Asylum.

HE SUSPENDS CHIEF-JUSTICE VIN- 
CENT, OF NEW-MEXICO. 





THE APPOINTMENT OF STEPHEN W. DORSEY’ 


AS A COMMISSIONER OF JURORS THE 

CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE, 
* WaAsHrINnGToON, Oct. 14.—William <A. Vin- 
cent, of Illinois, was appointed in June to be 
Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court of New- 
Mexico in place of Judge Axtell, removed. To- 
day President Cleveland suspended Justice Vin- 
cent for having appointed Stephen W.Dorsey one 
of three Commissioners to draw grand and petit 
jurors for the Territory. Theinformation upon 
which the President acted was furnished by a 
resident of the Territory in a communica- 
tion to the Attorney-General. Mr. Garland 
promptly reported the fact to the President 
this morning, and aftera brief consultation upon 
the matter, in which the relations of Mr. Dorsey 
to jurymen and land claims are said to have re- 
ceived, attention it was decided that a Justice 
who would intrust the selection of jurors to 
such a notorious character as Dorsey ought to 
have an opportunity to explain his action, but 
that meanwhile he should not be permitted to 
do any other indiscreet thing. 

The President was greatly surprised as well as 
annoyed. Mr. Vincent bad been highly recom- 
mended by Representative Springer and a large 
body of reputable lawyers and laymen, and it 
is said at the White House that few nominations 
have been the cause of so many congratulatory 
dispatches as that of Vincent. But Vincent had 
a history in New-Mexico which may be brought 
out fully through the suspension and which 
may or may not make his removal sure to bea 
desirable one. Not long before his appointment 
he was a prisoner for two months tor contempt 
of court. He was employed by parties who were 
fighting the Cafion del Aqua Land Grant Compa- 
ny, @ company with an india rubber title. The 
company took possession of a lot of mining 
property supposed to be very valuable. The 
mine owners employed many attorneys, and 
succeeded In getting the Attorney-General to 
enter action in the Federal courtsin New-Mexico 
to have the claim of the land company set aside 
onthe ground that the patent to a large part of 
the land was obtained by fraud. The opponents 
of the land company under instructions of 
their counsel took forcible possession of 
their mine. The land grant company got 
& mandamus at which the miners laughed. 
Judge Axtell summoned the lawyers 
for the mine owners before him and demanded 
an explanation. He wanted to know why they 
had advised their clients to use furce. The 
lawyers, Vincent among them, refused 
to answer, and they were all sent 
to jail. After a tedious imprisonment 
they were liberated upon a habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding. Further litigation followed, resulting 
in the granting of the patents to the land grant 
company. So much is shown that Vincent bas 
been concerned in land claim proceedings in 
the Territory. 

Now, for Dorsey. If Vincent was familiar with 
affairs in New-Mexico he ought to haye known 
that Dorsey has interests there and that not 
the least of them are disputed la claims. 
In'a report made to the Forty-eighth 
Congress on fraudulent Co ne eseened of titles to 
land claimsa number of interesting affidavits 
concerning Mr. Dorsey and his nelgnbors at 
Chico Springs appear. Mr. Dorsey’s drove yard, 
according to this report, was acquired in the 


name of Miguel <Abeytia, but Inspector 
Frank D. Hobbs upon inquiry coul not 
find anybody by that name or any one 


who had ever known Abeytia. There may be 
other cases in which Mr. Dorsey is interested and 
in which he might have been able as a Commis- 
sioner to draw jurors to select persons who 
would not do him injury. The suspension of 
Judge Vincent will probably be followed bya 
revision of tha list of Commissioners and an in- 
fusion of virtue into the Territorial courts.

Thnrouch 
a misunderstanding of some facts, probably, the 
assertion was made that he had been requested’ 
to take the office. It would be moreaccurate to 
say that some pronounced civil service advocate 
or personal friends of Mr. Codman urged the 
President to name him as Mr. Eaton’s successor, 
Mr. Codmayn came to see the President, and in 
the course of the conversation between them on 
various topics the President told Mr. Codman 
that bis name had been suggested to him as that 
of aman peculiarly fit for the place of Commis- 
sioner. 

According to one authority the President did 
not go further than that. From another source, 
however, it is learned that the President really 
tendered the office to Mr. Codman, or, at least, 
asked him to consider whether he would take 
the place if it were offered to him. Among Mr. 
Codman’s acquaintances here the impression ob- 
tained was that he bad been asked whether he 
would take a nomination if it were offered. and 
itisargued that the newspaper references to 
the matter sent out from Boston would not 
have agreed so well that Mr. Codman was to be 


named unless he had made some remark that 
justified it.

‘JOSH BILLINGS” DEAD, 


THE HUMORIST STRICKEN WITH APOPLEXY 
IN CALIFORNIA, 
MonTEREY, Cal., Oct. 14.—Henry W. 


Shaw, the humorist, known tothe literary world 
as ‘“*Josh Billings,” died here at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning from a stroke of apoplexy. The 
body will be embalmed and sent East. Mr. Shaw 
was 65 years old, having been born in Lanes- 
borough, Berkshire County, Mass., in 1820. He 
resided in his native town until he had reached 
the age of 14, when he went West and for sev- 
eral years led a frontier life, being engaged in 
the various occupations of steering steamboats, 
keeping a country store, and acting as 
auctioneer in the small Western towns 
and cities. Finallr, becoming weary of 
this irregular life, and being desirous 
of givine his daughters 3 better education than 
the limited facllities in the West at that time af- 
forded, Mr. Shaw in 1865 removed to Pough- 
keepsie and devoted himself to editing a small 
eo.

Oue weekly paper alone in_ this city 
paid him $100 a weekafor a halt column 
of matter, and his lectures brought 
him inalarge and steady revenue. In 1873 he 


began the publication of his “* Farmers’ Almi- 
nax,”’ a book which in 1ts second year had a sale 
of 127,000 copies, and 1n 10 years had netted the 
author and publisher $30,000 each. Mr. Shaw’s 
humor was hidden in, and did not consist of 
mere phonetic spelling, and underneath the bad 
spelling of his proverbs and aphorisms there is 
at times a depth of wisdom and philosophy 
which entitles him to a higher place in the world 
of letters than that-ofasimple humorist. He 
was a thoroughly domestic man, fond of his 
bome and his family, and in his daily life showed 
none of that eccentricity which his writings 
would induce the reader to attribute to him. He 
wore his hair long, not from literary affectation, 
but to hide a physical defect.

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THOUSANDS TURNED AWAY 
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GREAT CROWDS GATHER TO VIEW 

THE DEAD CARDINAL’S BODY. 

MEN AND WOMEN CLIMB OVER FENCES TC 
REAR DOORS OF THE EPISCOPAL RESI- 
DENCES TO OBTAIN TICKETS, 

S It was a comparatively easy matter to 
compute the number of people who looked upon 
the remains of Cardinal McCloskey as they lay 
in state in St. Patrick’s Cathedral yesterday. 
The arrangements within the cathedral were 
perfect, and for over 12 hours two lines of men 
aod women filed past the catafalque at the rate 
of %0 per ‘minute, or over 4,000 each hour. 
Within the massive pile the marching thou- 
sands preserved an impressive silence. 
With even step and quiet footfall they 
moved in a@ sinuous course from the 
north and south entrances on Fifth-avenue to 
the doors in the north and south transepts. Over 
a hundred thousand eyes looked with respect- 
ful gaze upon the lifelike features of the dead 
prelate, and thousands bent the knee in prayer 
as his temporary resting place was reached. The 
sun streamed through the painted windows and 
filled the noble edifice with rich-tinted lights. 
Its beams fell upon the golden crucifix that 
glittered upon the purple velvet chasuble in 
which the remains were incased,and dazzled the 
eyes of many a timid worshiper. The bright 
yellow silken covering of the catafalque shone 
like gold in the sunlight. The dead Cardinal 
peemed to rest in a circle of light. Even the 
sombre draping of the huge pillars and of the 
throne and sanctuary seemed of. a less depress- 
ing hue under the infiuence of the shining sun, 
and in contrast with it the gieam ot the burn- 
ing tapers waxed pale and weak. 

Under these favorable conditions the Car- 
dinal’s features could be recognized almost at 
the entrance of the cathedral. In the gloom of 
Tuesday the catafalque seemed entirely too high 
for its purpose. It had been constructed in this 
manner with a view to prevent any delay in the 
passage of those who came to view the remains. 
Riad the latter been placed on a level with the 
shoulders or even the heads of those who passed, 
a large percentage would, without any inten- 
tion of causing trouble, have stopped to pray. 
The result would have been confusion that 
might have resulted disastrously. As it was, 
though many obtained buta passing glance at 
the remains, there was no ebb in the tide that 
flowed on from the hour the cathedral 
doors were thrown open until they closed and 
all that was mortal of Cardinal John McCloskey 
was placed in the casket in whicn he will be in- 
terred, with imposing ceremonies, to-day. There 
was a striking contrast between the people with- 
in and those without the cathedral! during the 
day in numbers and aspect. Those within were 
solemn of mien and limited in number, though 
their number ran up intothe thousands. Out- 
side the cathedral the hum of voices drowned 
the sound of travel and traffic. Seidom have 
the residents of Fifth-avenue witnessed such 
a gathering as that which stretched yesterday 
afternoon from Forty-sixth to Fifty-fourth 
street and from opposite ends of the line moved 
at a snail’s pace toward the Cathedral of St. 
Patrick. If 50,000 people entered the cathedral 
yesterday fully a3 many were unable to gain in- 
gress. 

Vhe doors of the building were thrown open 
at 8 o’clock in the morning. Before this was 
done Capt. Mount arranged the 75 police offcers 
under his command in the most effective man- 
ner. The force, however, was altogether inade- 
quate for the occasion. <A squad of 25 men was 
stationed at the Fifth-avyenue entrance tothe 
building. Two stood at each of the doors, and 
the remainder mounted guard at the top of the 
broad stone steps. Until 11 o’clock the crowd, 
though large, was not unmanagable. The peo- 
ple were placed in line, und in this tashion 
they walked up the steps, crossed the broad, 
open space lying between the steps and 
the doora, and entered 1n double file. Police- 
men formed the lines until they reached Forty- 
ninth-street in one direction and Fifty-second- 
street in the other. The pavement immediately 
in front of the main door, which bad not yet 
been opened, was kept clear. At 12 o'clock the 
lines began to jose their symmetry. Instead of 
two deep tbey ranged in depth from twoto 
eight. They began to lengthen as well as broad- 
en. Atlo’clock their proportions had become 
ominously large. In a southern direction the 
phalanx had reached the Windsor Hotel,and the 
residents of houses on the east side of Fifth- 
avenue between Fifty-third ana Forty-seventh 
streets were compelied to waik close to the 
stoops for blocks before they got a chance to 
cross the street. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock an army of young peo- 
ple bore down upon tbe waiting army and joined 
ita ranks. The schools had been dismissed. The 
youthful spirits could not be controlled. They 
were not satisfied to take their positions at 
the end of the line and wait for hours foradmis- 
sion to the cathedral. They made a rush for the 
vacant spot in front of the cathedral. : 
were joined by thousands who bad stood patient- 
ly for hours waiting their turn and were deter- 
mined pot to be defrauded. Within eight 
blocks were gathered 10,000 people. This mu 
titude closed in upon the front of the cathe- 
dra). The police mude desperate efforts to sten 
the torrent and tora sbort tlme were partially 
successful. Vheir faces wore an expression of 
sadness. They wore clubs but felt tbat, under 
the circumstances, they would bescarcely justi- 
fied in using them. A fewof them grasped their 
locusts occasiozally in an absent-minded man- 
ner but recovered consciousness in time to quell 
the spirit that moved them, With the men in 
the crowd the police had httle difficuity. Ther 
generally obeyed orders. For clubs or brass 
buttons the women seemed to entertain no re- 
spect. They were only restrained from rushing 
across that bit of still open territory by the fear 
of being captured, as those who had tried it had 
been, and being ignominiously escorted to a more 
unfavorable locution that they had occupied. 
But little by little they encroached upon the 
forbidden space. Scores of women climbed up- 
on the stone wall that runs along a part of the 
Fifth-avenue approach and rusned across the 
grass plot. While the .v.ice attended to these 
hundreds made a das. for the doors. 

At4o’clock these were closed as the office of the 
dead was about to be recited. The crowd jumped 
to the conelusion thatthe doors were about to 
close for the day. Itsurged torward. The po- 
lice were enguifed. More than 1,000 people 
clamored for udmittance. Three thousand of 
this number stood in tront of the cathedral. 
The remainder filled the pavements On the east 
side of the avenue from Forty-sixth to Fiftv- 
fourth street. Thousands of people stood on 
the opposite side of the avenue looking at the 
solid column acrossthe way. There were no 
carriages drawn up in front of the cathedral. 
There was no room forthem. Whether the peo- 
ple came in carriages or cabs or street cars they 
received the same treatment. The rich and the 
poor, the proud and the humble, white and 

ck, fared alike. 
oe ot the people to obtain tickets of 
admission to the cathedral to-day were udtiring 
as they were fruitless. Tickets had been issued 
tothe pewhbolders in the morning. The supply 
was then exhausted. The bell of the episcopal 
residence was seidom silent during the day, aud 
as one delegation walked down thesteps another 
mounted them. None were admitted. “The 
tickets are exhausted,” was the writing on a card 
stuck onthe door. People reud the card and then 
rang the. beiltoask for tickets. At the Vicar-Gen- 
eral’s residemce the crowd ot callers met: with a 
cruel disappointment. The bell cord had been cut. 
Whenever a priest uppeared on the street he wus 
surrounded by an excited and imploring 
throng. The assertions that he had no tickets 
and that there were none left nad no effect, and 
otten he-was compelled to seek safety in flight. 
People climbed the iron fence and applied xt 
the vestry door and at tbe rear doors of Ar 
bishop Corrigan’s ‘and Vicar-General Quinn's 
residences, one of them obtained tickets 
The.

TO LEASE THE WEST SHORE. 

ALBANY, Oct. 14.—The following circular 
-has been issued to the stockholders of the New- 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany: 

The Directors of this company bave deemed it 
advisable to agree, in the event of the West 
Shore Railway being purchased by the commit- 
tee of creditors of the road having the matter in 
charge, to become lessees of the road fora long 
term of years, zuaranteeing the payment of the 
principal and interest upon $50,000,000 of first 
mortgare bonds, by way of rental, at ¢ 
per cent. interest per annum, the West 
Shore Company transferring to this company 
the whole of its capital stock, amounting to 
$10,000,000, at par. The location of that road, 
connecting atevery important point witn the 
New-York Central, made a legitimate competi- 
tion under separate management impossible 
and a wasteful rivalry inevitable, tending 
everywhere to promote special rates and 
special privileges destructive to both roads and 
doing the public no good. The result was seen 
in the almost immediate bankruptcy of the 
West Shore Company and a serious reduction in 
the net earnings, and, as a consequence, in the 
dividends of the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company. It is believed that, un- 
der one management, with an economical 
administration, upon the revival of business, 
the increase: fucilities which we can afford will 
enable the company to render an efficient and 
acceptable service to the public at such 
cost as to give a fair remuneration to 
the capital necessarily employed. It has 
been thought desirable, before complet- 
ing this arrangement, to ask the stock- 
holders to ratify the action of the Directors by 
their votes at a meeting called for that purpose, 
to ne held on the 4th day of Novem er, 1585, at 
the office of the company in the city of Albany, 
at 12 o‘clock noon.

The Philadelphia 
and Reading Ruilroad Company began the pay- 
ment of September wages on Friday last, three 
days earlier than at any time within the past 
three years. The officials of the company ex- 
plain this by saying that the earnings have 
greatly increased. The_ftirst mortgage bond- 
holders of the Oil Creek Railroad, whose interest 
has been detaulted, have been informed by the 
guarantor company, the Buffalo, New- Y ork and 
Philadelphia, that their only redress is with the 
United States court. The management of the 
latter company are notaverse to a commence- 
ment of foreclosure proceedings in the Oil Creek 
Division, as unger any coutrol it must be 
operated in conjuntion with them.

Lilinois, to a point on the Ohio River opposite the 
city of Paducah, Ky., most suitable for ferry- 
ing or bridging. The route will pass over the 
finest agricultural and mineral land of this sec- 
tion of the State, besides running through the 
“peach belt’ of the lower counties.

WHAT DR. GREEN AND MR. FIELD DID 
NOT CARE TO TELL. 

With guile in his heart and a stock cer- 
tificate in his pocket, Col. J. C. Reiff, of No. 35 
Broad-street, dropped into the annual meeting 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company's 
stockholders yesterday. KEx-Gov. Corneli pre- 
sided, and 620,259 shares of stock were repre- 
sented. Nota third of the Directors of the com- 
pany were present. President Norvyin Green 
engineered things generally, Cyrus W. Field 
sitting close at hia right to belp things along in 
his ejaculatory way. The Directors not present 
were Juy Gould and his son George, Russell 
Sage, Sidney Dillon, Samuel Sloan, Henry 
Weaver, Perey K. Pyne, Robert Lennox Ken- 
nedy, Hugh J. Jewett, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Frederick L. Ames, John Hay, William D. 
Bishop, C. P. Huntington, George B. Roberts, 
Frank Work, George ID. Morgan, Erastus Wi- 
man, John J. Astor, and Chauncey M. Depew. 
The total number of stockhoiders present was 
not over 20, and Col. Reiff was the only one of 
them who seemed to get any joy out of the pro- 
ceedings. 

The report of the President, submitted to the 
stockholders after approval by the Executive 
Committee of the Board _of Directors, covered 
a good deal of space. It recited that of the 
$80,000,000 capital stock of the company $20,969 
is still bela in the treasury of the company, and 
the bonded debt was divided as follows: Six per 
cent. bonds, due March 1, 1900, $911,250; 7 per 
cent. bonds, due May 1, 1909, $4,920,000, and 7 per 
cent. bonds, due Muay 1, 1202, $1,373,000, making a 
total of $7,204,250, against which the company 
piacesa credit of $820,364 34, representing sink- 
ing fund appropriations not yet used for re- 
demption of bonds held by the Union Trust 
Company, Trustees, leaving the actua) figures 
at $6,874,885 63. During the year sterling bonds, 
due March 1, 1900, amounting to £2,100, were re- 
deemed by the Trustees of the sinking fund.

To reduction tn rates ischarged the falling off 
in gross revenues and the leasing of wires is re- 
»orted as nota profitable enterprise; but there 
las been an increase in rentals of offices in the 
company’s buildings, and revenues from invest- 
ments in telephone and other companies are de- 
clared to have been well maintaineJ. At pres- 
ent the company has 147,500 miles of poles and 
cables; 462,283 miles of wire, and 14,184 offices. 
During the year 42,096,583 messages were trans- 
mitted. The profits, by this showing, have been 
less for the last year than for any year since 
1879. In 1880 the protits were $5,833,937 79 on 
233,534 miles of wire; in 1881, $5,908,279 72 on 327,- 
171 miles; in 1882, $7,118,070 on 874,368 miles; in 1883, 
$7,660,349 58 on 432,726 miies; in 1884, $6,610,438 T0on 
450,571 miles, and in 1885 only $5,700,924 13 on 462,- 
283 miles, or nearly twice the mileage of 1880. In 
commenting on this exhibit President Green 
pointed out that the outlay for construction 
and new properties this last year amounted to 
$676,449 88, less than required in a good many 
years. 

Everything was calm and tranquil while this 
report was being spread out, but the wicked J. 
C. Reiff got in his shameful work as soon as the 
report was fini-hed. He seemed to be a sort of 
an animated interrogation point, and asked the 
most impertinent and embarrassing questions in 
a cold-blooded, barefaced way. Dr. Green 
looked grieved at the Colonel’s temerity, and 
Mr. Field wriggied and wriggled all the while 
just as though a full-fledged gas stove was 
bustling away under the perforated seat of his 
chair. The Pre-ident for a time assumed to re- 
ply to Col. Reiff’s inquiries, but he soon got 
tired. He insisted that the We-tern Union did 
not “eontrol” the Mutual Union Telegraph 
Company, notwithstanding the fact that 1t was 
leased to the Western Union early in 1883. In 
any relation with the Southern Tele- 
graph Company the Mutual Union was act- 
ing as an independent company, he said, and 
when Col. Reiff pressed him as to whether the 


under the direction of the Western Union still, 
the sole response was that the Mutual Union 
was run as an independent company. Col. Reiff 
made bold to smile and make a remark or two 
about evasion, averring that the Mutual Union 
wes *“‘avowedly leased to rid the Western Union 
of opposition, and the property claimed to be 
turned over to the absolute control of the lessee 
company, but pow, when it is necessary to per- 
form tricks in the business that the Western 
Union sbrinks from openly it is done in the 
name of the Mutual Union at the cost and un- 
der the direction of the Directors of the West- 
ern Union, and when you are questioned there- 
on we are insolently told that the Mutual Union 
is operated as an independent company.” 

Dr. Green’s countenance grew sadder; Cyrus 
Field’s wriggle became more lively. But theend 
was not yet. Col. Reiff used bis pencil for a mo- 
ment, and then asked the startled Secretary to 
read an incendiary resolution, which ran sub- 
stantially as follows: 

Resolved, Thata committee of five stockholders of 
the Western Union l'clegraph Company be appointed 
to examineand auditthe accounts covered by the to- 
tals contained in the annual report read to-day, the 
committee being authorized and directed to submita 
detatied report in printed form to the stockholders by 
mail, 

This was more than the sou! of Mr. Cyrus Field 
could stand. Up he bounced from his gas stove 
Chair and, with arms extended and voice all 
a-squeuk, be rushed to the Secretary’s rescue. Mr. 
Cyrus Field wanted a copy of the company’s by- 
laws; neither the Secretary por a ybody else had 
any such thing, sothe meeting took ® recess until 
Mr. Cyrus Field sent out scouts t° get a copy. 
Then dia the genius of Mr. Cyrus Field assert it- 
self in all its beauty and vigor. Down on the 
desk was the pamphlet slapped. Nowhere on any 
page could anybody find, he cried, nowhere in 
ail the book, any provision for any such diabol- 
ical resolution as this brought in by Col. Reiff. 
** What are the richts of stockholders ?” he said. 
“ Rights of stockholders! See what the by-laws 
say.”’ And the Secretary solemnly read: ** Each 
stocgxbolder shall have the right to one vote on 
each share of bis stock,’ or words to this effect, 
and there be stopped. Mr. Cyrus Field's triumph 
was sweeping and complete. President Green 
remarked that the work which Col. Reiff wanted 
five stockholaers to ettend to was now looked 
after by three Directors, though lately one of 
these three had been sick and the work was lag- 
ging a little. 

**But can this Directors’ report be seen by 
stockholders ?” persisted Col. Reitf 

“Jtis seen, Sir, by the company’s Directors,”’ 
said Dr. Green, in a squelching tone. 

“Now, I move,I move, 1 move," interjected 
the still wriggling Mr. Cyrus Field, “I move that 
this whole thing jie on the table.’ Tuis struck 
everybody as quite the proper thing, and upon 
the table the impertinent resolution went. Col. 
Reiff was the only man who Jooked anything 
like happy during the remainder of the meeting. 
But little time was wasted. Col. R. C. Clowny, 
ot Chicago, was put inthe place of Mr. Jonn 
Pender, member of Parliament, and the rest of 
the old board of Directors was re-elected, Col. 
Reiff continuing intractable to the end and 
scratching from his ticket the names of Jay 
Gould, Russel! Sage, Cyrus Field, and two or 
three of their intimates. 

The Board of Directors meets to-day, when it 
is expected that the present officers of the com- 
pany will be re-elected. 








COMMISSIONER HAUGHTON NOT SURE, 

Excise Commissioner Morris yesterday, 
at a meeting of the Excise Commissioners, of- 
fered a resolution to the effect that owing to 
the testimony given before the Senate investi- 
gating committee by Oapt. Williams and Sergt. 
Timms that Tom Gould's place and the Hay- 


market were resorts for women of bad charac- 
ter. and owing to the fact that the excise law 
forbids the granting of licenses to such places, 
the licenses for these places should be re- 
voked and the Secretury of the board ordered to 
send for them.

On Tuesday,however, Mr, 
Duff emphatically declared in my hearing that 
no such urrungement- had been positively made, 
and that he should most decidedly not remove 
his company from the Standard fora long time 
tocome. H@ said that some negotiations bad 
been pending between himself and Mr. Stetson, 
but that nothing had been definitely settied, and 
he really saw no reason why he should go out of 
New-York so Jong as business here should con- 
tinue to be satisfactory. Against this statement 
of Mr. Duff’s | have positive knowledge tnuat a 
notice was posted in his greenroom last week 
acquainting thecompany oi his intention tosend 
then West in four weeks’ time. It may of 
course be thatthe notification was put up by 
somebody without Mr. Dutl’s knowledge or 
sanction, though such an occurrence is decided- 
ly unusualina theatre so carefully conducted 
as the Standard. Or it may be that since put- 
ting up this notice Mr. Duff has changed his 
mind. At any rate, bis present attitude 1s one 
of apparent determination so furas the outside 
public is concerned, though Mr. Duff and 
Mr. Stetson probably understand each other. 
The {ast named gentleman obviously thinks 
the Affair is settled, because he is remain- 
ing comfortably in Boston attending to 
his not very pressing affairs there, when 
if he were not thoroughly certain. as 
toa place to put hisdate attractions in New- 
York he would necessarily be spending his time 
in this city in an anxious endeavor Lo straighten 
the problem out, for the reason that his time for 
so doing is growing shorter and shorter. If I 
were setting up in the business of theatrical 
prophecy I should be very much inclined, after 
carefully viewing all the signs, to conciude that 
the originally announced programme would be 
pretty nearly certain of accomplishment. Mr. 
Stetson himself was expected to arrive in New- 
York last night for the purpose of giving direct 
attention to the ticket specuiator _war- 
fare which he is conducting at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre, and the exact oondi- 
tion of his relations with Mr. Duff will 
probably be made known immediately, Mr. 
Stetson’s ticket fight will be a success, 
though there are nowabout as many growls 
about the absence of speculators as there used 
to be about t eir presence. There are five spe- 
cial men engaged in the task of watching the 
few surreptitious dealers in seats who have the 
nerve to continue in the business. The employ- 
ment of these people and of additional men to 
keep guard at the door is a matter of con- 
siderable cost to the management, and al- 
though the object sought after is ac- 
complished, about he only satisfaction 
connected with it lies in the knowledge 
of having carried outa fixed and difficult un- 
dertaking. A private telegram from Boston in- 
torms me thatthe Rosina Vokes company, which 
is being sent tnrough the country under Mr. 
Stetson’s management, has done‘an excellent 
business at the Globe Theatre so far. The en- 
gagement there will last for the remainder of 
this week, after which Miss Vokes and her or- 
ganization will be transferred to Baltimore, 
while the Messrs. Thatcher, Primrose and West, 
who were to have played in that city at the 
time indicated, will be placed for a week 
in the Globe ‘Theatre, Boston. This ar- 
rangement was accomplished after almost 
endless telegraphing, and will probably result in 
the financial benefiting of Mr. Stetson. In the 
first place, the minstrels have already played 
literally enormous engagements 1n_ Boston, and 
are expected to testthe capacity of Mr. Stetson’s 
theatre. In the second, Miss Vokes is a great 
favorite in Baitimore, and is looked to for a fine 
week in that city, so that Mr. Stetson stands to 
profit at both ends of the line. It may be added, 
in speaking of the Thatcher, Primrose and 
West company, that their business at Niblo’s 
last week was by far the largest known in that 
theatre during the present season, and that they 
have been induced to come back again for 
another week, beginning Nov. 2. Shortly after 
that the Kiralfy Brothers will come in fora 
period dependent upon tbeir success in their 
new spectacular production called “* The Rat 
Catcber,’’ upon which they are expending a large 
sum of money in scenery and dresses.

The new scheme of the Messrs, Mons and Nathal 
for the protection in America of the works of 
French authors is certainly a rather curious 


performance. Attention was called to it 
through the Paris letter which appeared in the 
Sunday issue of THr Times, in which it was 
stated that a large degree of excitement had 
been occasioned by the distribution of the 
Messrs. Mous and Nathal’s pamphiet among the 
writers of French plays. Mr. Mons is to 
carry on the French end of this scheme, 
while Mr. Nathal remains in charge 
in New-York, and from the latter I have re- 
ceived one of the pamphlets mentioned. It is 
printed in the French language and it contains 
some rather remarkable statements and prom- 
ises. One of its declarations is that Americans 
may use al! French plays unless they have been 
sold to some individual here before they are 
printed in Paris, and the statement is certainly 
calculated to mislead the people at whom itis 
directed. It hus been demonstrated over and 
overagain that any foreign work which has 
once been published may be taken bodily 
by any American who chooses to pay the 
regular price for it, and any previous saie to ap 
American citizen does not in the slightest de- 
gree affect the legality of subsequent seizure by 
any other person in thiscountry. If the Messrs. 
Mons and Nathal are to be of real use to French 
authors so far as America is concerned their 
only method will be to prevent those writers 
from publishing their works in France until 
after the term of tboir usefulness here has 
passed. A foreign manuscript which bas never 
been made public property can be held here 
under common law, and that is the beginning 
and end of the international possibilities as 
they now stand so far as plays are concerned. 
There is not a manager of repute in this coun- 
try who would not like to see some method de- 
veloped by which he could protect any foreign 
work, published or unpublished, upon which he 
might choose to pay the author’s royalty. So 
fur as stage writers are concerned in the United 
States, they would be equally glad to assist in 
the currying outof such ascheme, provided they 
could be assured of equal protection on the other 
side. American writers are under a distinct dis- 
advantage as this question now stands, for the 
reuson that managers are naturally slow in pay- 
ing for untried works of home manufacture 
when they can get assured successes from abroad 
for next to nothing. But until some law of in- 
ternational! stage right is adopted any individual 
scheme for the protection of foreign works will 
be distinctly inoperative.

The season's crop of young ladies with phe- 
nomenal genius for the stage appears likely to be 
unusually large. Already several have been heard 


from, and the returns from the remote counties 
are not yet in. Out West there is a young 
débutante named Stella Rees, about whom the 
paragraph writers are industriously raving.

Whatshe will accomplish when 
she comes to appear witb the regular surround- 
ings of the stage is quite ancther question, Miss 
‘Hussey is a very young girl. I should not think 
she could be over 15 or 16, and she shows a good 
deal of originality and power in her recitation. 
She will probably appear in tragedy before the 
season grows much older. The third of the 
series of expectant stars who bave thus far ap- 
proached the visible firmament this year is a lit- 
tle Miss Speyer, with golden hair, big black eyes, 
and the taste for declamation which usually be- 
tokens a coming début, The success of Miss 
Anderson and Miss Mather, both of whom began 
at the top of the ladder instead of its lower end, 
bas been responsible for a vast deal of this kind 
of thing. Not many years ago most ambitious 
young ladies could be readily convinced that, 
without the experience which actual employ- 
ment on the stave involves, there could be no 
more than a Very smal! chance of successin a pro- 
fession which depends jangely upon the skillful 
use of its technicalities. But this assurance is 
nowadays met by a reference to Miss Anderson 
or Miss Mather, and the cloud of débutantes in- 
creases in density from year to year.

THESCULPTOR AND THE LAWYER. 





Dennis B. Sheahan, the sculptor who 
carved the bust of Tom Moore which stands in 
Central Park, is being sued in the Kings County 
Supreme Court, by Max F. Eller, a New-York 
lawyer, to recover $5,000 damages for alleged as- 
seault. In the complaint Eller claims that on 
March 12 last Sheahan, who lived in an apart- 
ment house at No. 851 Seventh-avenue, assaulted 
him at that place, knocked bim down, kicked 
him, and made it impossible for him to attend 
to his business forsome days. Sheahan, ino his 
defense, says in one of the flats in the house in 
which he dwelt there lived a woman who nad 
obtained an unenviable reputation and was re- 
quested to vacate. One evening before she had 
done so Sheahan’s door bell rang, and Sheahan 
himself went tothe door. There he found the 
complaining lawyer, who asked if the woman 
reterred to wasin. Sheahan became angry, and 
informed Eller that he was not the woman's 
keeper, bad nothing to do with her, and that he 
could not allow Eller to come into the house 
on his own responsibility, as he did not 
know him. A wrangle ensued, and Sheahan 
so he anys, caught Eller by the shoulder, 
pushed him out into the street, and left him 
there. The next day the sculptor was arrested 
for assault, but at the Tombs Police Court the 
Justice commended bis action, and discharged 
him. That same day Sheahan got this note from 
J. S. Wise, who is now running for Governor 
of Virginia, and who complimented him highly 
for his “‘assault”’:

A Lecture Upon the Nerv 
ous System.

Dangers of the Use of Poisonous 
Drugs in Such Diseases. 


Third Lecture of the Course by Dr. Greeng 
of No. 35 West 14th-st., New-York.

Our advices from-Ohio up to the hour 
of writing show that in spite of the doubt- 
ful action of the election officers in 
Hamilton County the Republicans have. 
almost certainly carried a majority 
on joint ballot in the Legislature. Our 
Columbus dispatches claim 17 seats in the 
Senate and 59 in the House, exclusive 
of Hamilton County, which would be 
suffcient to secure the election of a 
Republican to the United States Senate. 
In Hamilton County the withholding of 
the returns gives rise to many suspi- 
cions, and each party is accusing the other 
of fraud. The figures from Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty, in which the city of Cleveland is situ- 
ated, show very clearly how the defeat of 
Gov. HoaDLy was brought about. His 
vote this year was 4,221 less than in 
1883, while that of Mr. Foraker 
was 12 more than he received two 
years ago. The Democratic managers 
are pleased to explain this by the state- 
ment that Democrats staid at home be- 
cause Mr. CLEVELAND has not given them 
enough offices. But the average Demo- 
cratic vote in the county for the five 
years preceding was 15,418, and this year 
it was 15,501, while the average Repub- 
lican vote in the same period has been 
19,572, and this year was 19,377. The 
Democrats have simply thrown away the 
‘votes they won two years ago.

For the 
Superior Court Mr. Rastus §. Ran- 
som, ex-President ARTHUR'S law partner, 
who is a recent importation into Tam- 
many, is put forward. For the City 
Court Judge Davip McApam is?proposed, 
and Irving Hall is to name a man for the 
other vacancy on that bench. The latter 
will probably be Mr. ELttiot SANDFORD. 
Irving Hall is also to get the Presidency 
of the Board of Aldermen and one 
Coroner. The most prominent candidate 
for the former office is Mr. ROBERT 
B. NOonEy, an up-town butcher, and for 
the latter Dr. WiLLIAM DEMAREST. The 
Tammany candidates for Coroner are 
Mr. Levy, now an incumbent, and WILL- 
14M J. RAPPENHAGEN, Or REPPENHAGEN, 
whose name does not appear in the City 
Directory. The perfectly cold-blooded 
way in which the parceling out of office 
is done is commended to the consideration 
of all reputable citizens. 








The annual report of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company shows a heavy fall- 
ing off in profits during the last five years, 
while the mileage of wires under its con- 
trol has nearly doubled. This would seem 
to indicate that the policy of trying to 
prevent competition by leasing or buying 
up all threatening rivals is getting to be 
burdensome. The report nevertheless ap- 
pears to figure up another accumulation 
of surplus of over $5,000,000, which has 
been put in the form of an investment in 
‘new and additional properties,” and to 
ntimate that this might be covered by a 
further expansion of stock. All attempts 
of stockholders unfriendly to the Gould- 
Field management to inquire into the de- 
tails of the company’s affairs or to find 
out the ‘‘ true inwardness” of its accounts 
are summarily laid on the table, and the 
only right that stockholders are conceded 
to have is that of voting on their shares. 
As a majority is held by the ring that 
controls the management this does the in- 
quiring minority very little good. 











“Tt is an ill bird that fouls its own 
nest,” and Gov. HILL’s paper shows more 
frankness than good judgment in pro- 
nouncing our correspondent a ‘‘scaven- 
ger” because he has been digging in its 
columns. The epithet of ‘‘ lobbyist, regu- 
lar old lobbyist,” as applied to Gen. 
GRANT, and the other ‘‘ Potiphar Grant,” 
are disgusting enough, and they are 
hardly more so than the term “brilliant 
exponent of the Democracy” applied to 
WILLIaM M. TWEED. The man who is 
responsible for these is naturally angry at 
having them exposed; but then he should 
have known they were on his premises 
and not invited inspection in the interest 
of the political sanitation of the State, 








Our esteemed contemporary the New- 
York Sui is needlessly troubled about the 
attitude of THE Times toward Gov. HILL 
A man with such a record, such associa- 
tions, and such a natural liking and apti- 
tude for dark ways and vain tricks can 
never be supported by this journal for any 
office. But is the New-York Sun quite 
sure that Gov. HILL, too, may not change 
its present adulation into studied and 
persistent calumny by some trifling over- 
sight in his staff appointments—say in re- 
spect to the desirable post of Judge-Ad- 
vocate-General ? 








OHIO AND NEW-YORK. 


Some of the Democrats in Washington 
are ‘‘surprised,” so they say, at the re- 
sult in Ohio. A good many of the hack 
political journalists in this State on both 
sides appear to have been not only sur- 
prised but stricken dumb by the way 
things turned out. But a moderate at- 
tention to the recent course of public 
events would have made the result of the 
Ohio election easy to interpret. The 
Democrats were beaten in Ohio, as 
they will be in New-York, because, 
under the existing circumstances, they 
richly deserved it. They deserved it be- 
cause the machinery of their party had been 
seized by bad men forbad purposes. Two 
years ago Mr. HoapLy was elected Gov- 
ernor and the State Government generally 
passed into Democratic hands, because a 
large number of the voters who had pre- 
viously acted with the Republicans were 
discontented with their own party both 
in national and State matters, but espe- 
cially in the latter, and were ready to 
give their party a rebuke and the Democ- 
racy atrial. The trial has been made and 
the Democracy has been found wanting. 


Why should Ohio Democrats expect to 
win votes from their opponents, which is 
what they must do if they win, since the 
State has been, with but two exceptions, 
Republican in every year of the past 
thirty? The party for something over 
two years now has been, more than ever, 
in the hands of Jonn R. McLean and his 
disreputable and unscrupulous gang. 
These men have arrayed it in open opposi- 
tion to everything that promised good in 
the party and in open support of all the 
party’s worst tendencies, ideas, and pur- 
poses. It was they who condemned to re- 
tirement the venerable Senator THURMAN 
becayse, though he was weak enough to 
yield to some of their reactionary theories, 
he was always in his action and in his 
purposes an honest man, who would not 
and could not stoop to the base conduct 
they demanded of any one they favored. 
It was they who exiled Senator PENDLE- 
TON, though he hafl been an honored leader 
of their party, because he had the courage 
and the foresight to link his name 
with the civil service law, and to 
defend its principle with energy, con- 
sistency, and ability.. There is noth- 
ing in Mr. PENDLETON’s career more 
honorable to him than his bold ad- 
vocacy of the reform, but while it has 








atoned with intelligent and ‘independent 
men for some serious errors in the past, it 
has won for him from the Democratic 
leaders in Ohio nothing but abuse, hostil- 
ity, and the meanest treachery. He and 
the principles he has upheld have been as- 
sailed in the lowest language of the po- 
litical mud thrower in the columns of 
McLean’s paper, the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
While appeals to partisan prejudice have 
been used against him in public, all the 
corrupt arts of the unprincipled politician 
have been employed to crush him in the 
party councils. 

The place of Mr. PENDLETON the Mc- 
Lean gang sold to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in the course of a struggle in which 
the State was hopelessly disgraced, and 
this was followed during the campaign of 
1884 by the most shameless treachery to 
the party candidate for the Presidency 
and the greatest exertions to promote the 
success of the Republican candidate, who 
was believed to represent far better than 
Mr. CLEVELAND the McLean style of poli- 
tics. When Mr. CLEVELAND was elected 
in spite of their treachery, this desperate 
clique of bad men did all that they could 
to embarrass him in his policy of re- 
form, and to discredit his sincerity. 
They so far won over Gov. HOaDLy, 
himself a man of much better type than 
they, that he allowed it to be generally 
claimed that the Administration had vio- 
lated its pledges, and placed the Federal 
patronage in Ohio at his disposal. With 
fatal weakness he may have imagined 
that the spoils seekers who would be at- 
tracted by such a prospect would offset 
the independent voters who would be dis- 
gusted by it. He has found out his mis- 
take. Atop of these reasons for the 
distrust of honest men the Democratic 
leaders piled a series of acts of bad ad- 
ministration in the State Government 
which heavily increased taxation, dimin- 
ished the security of property, and alarmed 
the people with the demoralization of the 
electoral, the legal, and the police sys- 
tem of the State. They did about every- 
thing they could to invite condemnation 
by decent men, and now their party 
friends are ‘‘ surprised” because the voters 
who had trusted them two years ago have 
taken the first opportunity to express their 
adverse judgment at the polls. 


Doubtless the same gentlemen will be 
even more astonished when, in three 
weeks from now, a similar invitation from 
the Tammany clique in control of the 
New-York Democracy will meet with a 
like response. In New-York, as in Ohio, 
the Democrats have been put on trial and 
have failed. The representatives of prog- 
ress and decency in the party have been 
scouted or neglected. The machinery 


has fallen into the hands of the 
opponents of the reform Administra- 
tion. The lowest methods of spoils 


politicians have been resorted to to secure 
the nomination of an associate, admirer, 
and tool of TWEED, and his conduct and 
professions alike make it impossible to 
believe that he will carry out the princi- 
ples or; policy of his distinguished prede- 
cessor, Gov. CLEVELAND. The result will 
be that independent Republicans, and in- 
dependent Democrats as well, will refuse 
to support him and will see in his signal 
defeat not only the best means of pro- 
tecting the interests and dignity of the 
State, but of strengthening Mr: CLEVE- 
LAND inthe work of honest reform in 
which he is engaged. 








THE REPUBLICAN OPPORTUNITY. 


The Republicans of this city have a 
chance such as is but rarely offered them 
to elect the city and county officers to be 
chosen on Nov. 3 The Democrats of the 
city outnumber them nearly two to one. 
But the Democrats are divided into two 
extremely hostile factions nearly equal in 
numbers. The County Democrats have 
made nominations some of which are 
excellent, some indifferently good, some 
irredeemably bad. The Tammany nomi- 
nations are yet to be made. Itis entirely 
safe to assume in advance that the can- 
didates of that organization will be faith- 
ful representatives of its well known ideas 
of municipal administration. Both Demo- 
cratic factions must carry the burden of 
a State ticket foredoomed to defeat, and 
richly deserving its fate. 

The Republicans, on the other hand, are 
united, and they will be aroused toa dis- 
play of their full voting strength by the 
inspiring qualities of their State ticket. 
It kindles their enthusiasm, merits their 
most zealous support, and fires them with 
the courage of a victory already assured. 
If a Republican local ticket is ever to be 
elected in New- York City, it must be in 
this most propitious year. 

The Republican primaries will be held 
to-morrow. The County Convention will 
be held at the Grand Opera House on Tues- 
day evening, Oct. 20. It rests with the 
delegates composing that convention to 
say whether a Republican Sheriff, County 
Clerk, and President of the Board of 
Aldermen shall be elected this year. The 
question‘of judiciary nominations is not 
one over which much time need be wasted. 
We assume that there will be no opposition 
to the renomination of Judges BaRRETT 
and SEpGwick. Like considerations of 
fitness should insure the unopposed re- 
nomination of Judges McApam and 
Hawes, of the City Court. Some lawyer 
of ability and sound attainments may be 
induced without much urging to accept a 
nomination for the Common Pleas Bench. 
A judiciary ticket thus made up ought to 
come out at the head of the poll in all its 
parts. 

To meet all the requirements of the sit- 
uation in respect to the nominations for 
Sheriff, County Clerk, and President of 
the Board of Aldermen will bea task 
somewhat less simple, but easily within 
the capacity of the convention if its 
deliberations are guided by the right 
spirit. Readers of THE TIMES are well 
aware that it concerns itself much more 


about the honesty and ability of 
possible nominees for city and 
county offices than about their 
politics, A man of unimpeachable in- 


tegrity is not the less to be trusted be- 
cause he calls himself a Democrat, and 
this journal has often labored with satis- 
faction to itself and visible benefit to the 
city to secure the election of Democratic 
nominees over less worthy Republican

competitors. But in the present situa- 
tion the Republicans have it in their 
power to construct a ticket distinctly 
better and stronger und more worthy of 
support than any other in the field. We 
do not assign Mr. Wuire and Mr. Dayton 
to a place among the ordinary ‘‘run” of 
Democratic politicians, yet we feel per- 
fectly confident that the Repitiblicans can 
be named who will give greater strength 
to a ticket than they, and will win in 
a test before the electors of the city. 
It is of great importance that a man 
of independence and marked strength 
of character be chosen to the Presidency 
of the Board of Aldermen, for the in- 
cumbent of that office becomes, also, a 
member of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. For County Clerk, a 
man of greater intelligence than Mr. 
PATRICK KEENAN, and one who would 
feel and manifest a very different sense of 
official duty, is needed, and it certainly 
will not be difficult for the Republicans 
to name such a man. 

We are very sure that it is the earnest 
wish of the Republican voters of the city 
to have a clean, sound, and worthy 
ticket offered to their suffrages. Itisa 
good year for the active and influential 
managers who are very near to the cen- 
tral machinery of the party to ‘‘ pander 
to the prejudices of the better elements” 
and make sure of a Republican victory in 
the local contest as well as in the State, 








SENATORIAL NOMINATIONS. 


The politicians who are influential in 
controlling nominations for the Legisla- 
ture do not always seem to appreciate the 
value of good candidates in promoting the 
general success of the party which they 
are chosen to represent. They are gen- 
erally better known and more accurately 
judged in their districts than candidates 
for higher offices, and dissatisfaction with 
them is likely to have a serious effect 
upon the voting, even for the State ticket. 
Uniformly good nominations for the Leg- 
islature would have a most stimulating 
and strengthening effect upon the vote of 
a party for all the candidates it presents. 

A considerable part of the nominations 
for the State Senate have already been 
made, especially by the Republicans, out- 
side of the first eleven districts, which in- 
clude those of this city and Brooklyn. 
The Republican nominations are by no 
means uniformly good, and some of them 
are of such a character that there ought 
to be independent voting enough to defeat 
them. The renominations thus far made 
are those of ComsTock of the Sixteenth 
District, COGGESHALL of the Twenty-sec- 
ond, Fassett of the Twenty-seventh, 
and VEDDER of the Thirty-second. 


The only one of these that can be’ 


set down as seriously objectionable is 
that of CoGGESHALL, whose treatment 
of acharge of corruption made against 
him last Spring was such as to destroy 
confidence in his character. His renom- 
ination under the circumstances was an act 
of folly. But far worse was the failure of 
the Republicans of the Twentieth District 
to renominate Mr. JoHN L GILBERT, who 
had made an excellent record for honesty 
and fidelity to the interests of the pub- 
lic. He was-slaughtered by the politi- 
cians of his district on account of , his 
independence and his refusal to be 
subservient to party managers, and in his 
place a man has been nominated who is a 
dummy for GLEASON, a person with a 
record so bad that the politicians did not 
dare to make him a candidate for the 
Assembly even in a district where the Re- 
publican majority is over 7,000. They 
have presumed on this wide margin in 
naming KNAPP, but it is to be wished that 
in spite of it they might receive a deserved 
rebuke from the Republican voters. 


In two other cases candidates have been 
nominated who have made a bad record in 
the Assembly, which ought to have been 
decisive against them in the conventions, 
and which ought yet to cause their de- 
feat at the polls. These are CHARLES F. 
BARAGER in the Twenty-sixth and JOHN 
RalInEs in the Twenty-eighth, BARAGER, 
who represented Tioga County in the 
last two Assemblies, never showed 
any legislative capacity of the least 
value, and was universally found sup- 
porting the measures for which a corrupt 
lobby was enlisted. Ex-Senator Woopin 
was largely instrumental in securing his 
nomination in place of Esty, one of the 
ablest and most upright Senators in the 
last Legislature. RaINEeS, the ex-Assem- 
blyman of Ontario, is an abler man, and 
therefore more dangerous, for he puts his 
experience and ability at the command 
of the worst influences with which our 
Legislature is beset. He distinguished 
himself last Winter especially by his 
abortive raid upon the insurance compa- 
nies of this city. 

The only Senatorial nomination in this 
city yet decided is that of Col. MURPHY 
of the Fifth District. He is by no means 
so bad as many of his political associates, 
and has a hold upon his district that can- 
not be easily shaken, The same is true of 
‘“‘ Tim’ CaMPBELL of the Sixth, but it is a 
pity that means cannot be found for se- 
curing higher character in the representa- 
tion of those two districts. Day of the 
Seventh has made a very honorable 
record and deserves the renomination and 
re-election which he will probably seek. 
The Eighth is the one Republican district 
generally deemed impregnable and the 
only one carried by the party two years 
ago. Mr. Gress is determined to be the 
candidate again. He has had the best 
opportunities and the strongest incent- 
ives for making a good record, but his 
sympathy for bad political methods and 
his association with the worst elements of 
the party have been so controlling that 
he has forfeited all claim to the further 
support of honest and intelligent Repub- 
licans. He isnot above making any kind of 
a bargain for the nomination and any kind 
of trade in votes for his election, and he 
is therefore a peculiarly desirable person 
for the party to unload and get rid of. 
Even the independent candidacy of M=r- 
RITT is worthy of encouragement rather 
than the regular nomination of Gipss, but 


the Republicans of that district should | 
find somebody worthy to represent them 


whose candidacy would add to their 
party strength. The Ninth District, CuL- 
LEN’Ss, is one which the County Democracy 
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can easily gain from Tammany by a good 
nomination. In the Tenth Ross will not 
be a candidate again, and it is gratifying 
to know that Water Howe is likely 
to receive the Republican nomination. 
His record in the Assembly has been every 
way excellent, and he ought to be able to 
redeem that district for the Republicans. 
PLUNKITT of the Eleventh is the worst 
of all the Tammany Senators, and he will 
undoubtedly be renominated. As there is 
no chance for a Republican theve it would 
be a great gain if the County Democrats 
would put up acandidate whom Republic- 
ans and independents could conscientious- 
ly support, It is very desirable that the 
character of the Senate should be raised 
above the commonplace level of the last 
two years, 








THE SUBWAY COMMISSION. 

Commissioners LOEW, Moss, and HEss 
have listened very patiently during the 
last three months to scores of inventors, 
including a number of §self-betrayed 
cranks, who think that they can place the 
electric wires of this city under ground 
more cheaply and in a more acceptable 
manner than anybody else, and to-day 


.the hearing will close under the rule 


established by the Commissioners, except 
as it concerns persons who have sent 
written notices of their desire to be 
heard. In the course of the illustrated 
lectures to which they have submitted 
the Commissioners have, it is to be 
presumed, become thoroughly famil- 
iar with the electrical principles governing 
insulation, induction, retardation, and the 
various other things which are to be pro- 
vided for or guarded against in the adop- 
tion of any plan for underground wires. 
If they are not thoroughly familiar with 
the entire subject by this time it is not 
because they have not had lessons in 
abundance, and they have shown by the 
manner in which they have conducted 
the sessions that they were anxious to 
probe the matter committed to their 
charge to the bottom. It is fair to pre- 
sume, therefore, that they have already 
decided in their own minds the plans to 
be utterly rejected, and have a clear idea 
of the systems from which a practical 
plan may be selected, wholly or in part. 

If this assumption is correct, it ought 
not to require a very long time or any 
great amount of deliberation for the 
Electrical Subway Commission now to 
complete the preliminary part of their 
work and fix upon a system for 
burying the wires. It is not obliga- 
tory upon them to adopt any one or any 
portion of any one of the plans which 
have been presented to them; they may, 
by a happy combination of different prin- 
ciples of these plans, form an entirely 
new system which will be superior to any 
yet suggested. But, whatever they do, it 
is of great importance now that it be done 
quickly. Whatever system may be adopt- 
ed, it is liable to meet with the opposi- 
tion of many of the telegraph - compa- 
nies, and that opposition means a long 
legal controversy. The sooner this pro- 
spective fight in the courts is finished the 
sooner the pole and wire nuisance will 
disappear from our streets. The legal 
questions, if they are to arise, should be 
settled during the Winter months, sc that 
when favorable weather for digging up 
the streets comes once again the work of 
burying the wires can be begun promptly 
and prosecuted with vigor. The commis- 
sion, which has hitherto shown a dispo- 
sition to do its duty faithfully, will add 
greatly to the public confidence now re- 
posed in it by adopting a plan without de- 
lay, thus giving an earnest to the people 
that the wires must indeed go. 








The value of recommendations to office 
and of congratulations on appointments is 
again illustrated in the case of WILLIAM 
A. VINCENT, some time ago appointed 
Chief-Justice of the Territory of New- 
Mexico. It now appears that he had been 
interested, as a lawyer at least, in the dis- 
puted land titles of which that Territory 
bears such a plentiful crop, and his desire 
to get this particular appointment may 


not have been wholly unconnected 
with his interest in these. It is pos- 
sible that attention might not have 


been attracted to this bias upon his 
judicial mind if he had not appointed as 
one of the Commissioners to draw grand 
and petit jurors for his court one STEPHEN 
W. DorsEy, also commonly believed to 
have an interest in the many disputes 
about land titles in New-Mexico which 
are yet to be judicially settled. This ap- 
pointment had a most suspicious look, 
considering the general repute of the 
aforesaid DorsEy, and Chief-Justice VIN- 
CENT has been incontinently suspended 
from office, pending an inquiry into his 
extraordinary selection of a Commissioner 
of Jurors. The probability is that his 
future function in settling land claims 
will not be performed on the bench,

A STOCKHOLDER WANTS A TRANSFER SET 
ASIDE AND AN ACCOUNTING. 

Cuicaao, Oct. 14.—A Dill was filed to- 
day inthe United States Circuit Court by a. J. 
Leith, of New-York, against the Lambert & 
Bishop Wire Fence Company. of Chicago, and 
others, to set aside a transfer of certain property 
to the company by Lambert, Bishop & Co. and 
for an accounting. The wire fence com- 
pany was organized in August, 1882, 
with a capital of $300,000. John Lambert, 
WwW. W. Bishop. J. M. Bisop, and Paul 
Smith each taking 375 shares, and Leith 
getting 200shares. Soon afterward the firm of 
Lambert, Bishop & Co. sold for $150,000 all its 
plant and other assets, including the right to 
make 3,600 tous of barbed wire annually to the 
Wire Fence Company, and also all the ma- 
chinery and tools of the Stone City Fence Com- 
pany, which was a firm composed of W. W. 
Bishop and Paul Smith. The consideration was 
paid by crediting the Bishops, Lambert, and 
Smith each with a payment of $25,000 on their 
stock, and the remaining $50,000 was to be paid 
out of the profits of the new corporation. 

Leith now charges that the Bishops, Lambert 
and Smith have been taking advantage of their 
position to defraud the other parties interested; 
that the stock of Lambert, Bisbop & Co. was put 
in at three times its value, so as to pay for 66% 
per cent. of their stock, and that while the 
other stockholders of the new corporation have 
had to pay assessments of 75 per cent., the quar- 
tet have only paid 844 per cent.

MUST EITHER FIGHT OR ABDICATE, AND 
HE PREFERS TO FIGHT. 


Lonpon, Oct. 14.—It is reported that 
King Milan of Servia has informed the powers 
that he must either go to waror abdicate his 
throne, and thathe has decided to go to war. 
He bas prepared a manifesto to his army, which, 
it is expected, will be issued to-morrow. 

The hopes entertained last night of a pacific 
settlement of the Roumelian question have 
been shattered this morning by the receipt of a 
dispatch from Constantinople stating that the 
conference has formally deciared that the Porte 
bas disavowed the Bulgaro-Roumelian union. 
Further news is awaited with considerable anx- 

ty. 

_ a Alexander's yacht has arrived at Rust- 
chuk with 7,000,000 five-franc pieces and 17,000,- 
000 cartridges from Russia. The Rustchuk ar- 
senal is making 60,000 Berdan cartridges daily. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 14.—Great activity 
prevails in military circles throughout Turkey, 


Troops are being hastily armed and ag 
for immediate service. The Sultan as 

éetermined to fight against a further 

dismemberment of Turkey, and Jarge bodies 

of troops are being rapidly concentratec 

on the frontier at strategic points within easy 

striking distances of Bulgaria, Greece, and 

Servia. Troops, horses. and field guns are being 

dispatched to the front night and day. The 

Moslems are enthusiastic, and are ;volunteering - 
10 large numbers. 

A conspiracy has been discovered at the palace 
which bas Jed to the exile of Said Pasna, the ex- 
Grand Vizier. 

The Porte is awaiting the final reply of the 
powers before taking decisive action. A por- 
tion of the Cabinet recommend the recognition 
of the Bulgarian Union. Others are of the opin- 
fon that Greece and Servia will remain tran- 
guil if the union should not be recognized. The 
military party viewing the silence of the powers 
as a sign that they are unagreed as to what 
course to pursue, urge that Bulgaria be invaded; 
that the Great Balkans be occupied; that the 
Bulgarian town of Widdia be given to Servia, in 
order to weaken Bulgaria and conciliate Servia, 
and that the districts of Hermanli, Haskeni, and 
Pomak be seized as a war indemnity. The Sul- 
tan hesitates between these diverrent counsels. 
Meanwhile the military preparations are un- 
abated. Krupp has been urged to hasten the 
delivery of guns, payment for which has 
been guaranteed. Everything indicates an 
early invasion of Bulgaria. In_ lead- 
ine Turkish circles the opinion is expressed 
tbat the majority of the powers are inclined to 
refuse to recognize the Bulgarian union, as they 
consider that that course would bethe jeast dan- 
gerous to European peace. The Marquis de 
Noailles, the French Ambassador, and Herr von 

2adowitz, the German Ambassador, express 

astonishment that the Turkish Government did 
pot send troops to Eastern Roumelia at the be- 
ginning of the trouble. The other foreign Min- 
tsters are less outspoken. 

The Greek Consulsin Turkey have been in- 
ftructed to maintain friendly relations with the 
Porte. M, Condourioti, the Greek Minister, has 
explained to the powers the reasons for Greece’s 
recent war preparations. The powers have 
agreed on the terms of a memorandum to Tur- 
key and Bulgaria for the settlement of the Rou- 
melian question. 

Count Corti, the Italian Ambassador, presided 
at the Roumelian conference to-day. The Am- 
bassadors sent their respective dragomans to in- 
form the Porte that they had agreed to condemn 
the violation of the Berlin treaty by the union 
of Roumelia and Bulgaria, and that they ap- 
proved the pacific attitude of the Porte. 


Nissa, Oct. 14.—The German Ambassa- 
dor, after aiconference with King Milan to-day, 
sent a long telegram to Prince Bismarck. 


ATHENS, Oct. 14.—Admiral Tombazis has 
resigned the office of Minister of Marinein con- 
sequence of a disagreement in regard to the 
beval preparations. 


Vrenna, Oct. 14.—It is reported that 
Prince Alexander, fearing an invasion of Bul- 
garia by Servian troops, has hurried to Sophia. 

The Political Correspondence says that the St. 
Petersburg Novosti has been suspended for pub- 
lishing an article in favor of Bulgaria. 


Parts, Oct. 14.—It is stated that Austria 
is infavor of the cession of Widdin to Servia, 
but that Germany and Russia refuse their con- 
sent. 


ARROGANT KING THEEBAW. 
HE TREATS THE BRITISH WITH DISDAIN AND 
RECEIVES AN ULTIMATUM. 

CaxcuTTa, Oct. 14.— King Theebaw of 
Burmahb has answered the communication sent 
by the Chief Commissioner for British Burmah 
in accordance with instructions from the Indian 
Government with reference to the dispute be- 
tween the Burmese Government. and the Bom- 
bay and Burmah Trading Association. The 
King replied in an arrogant and insulting man- 
ner to the note and refused to discuss the claim 
of the trading company with the Indian Gov- 
ernment. The Chief Commissioner has asked 
for reinforcements to the number of 8,000 men 
before sending an ultimatum to Mandalay, the 
cupital of Burmah. 

A dispatch from Rangoon, capital ’of British 
Burmah, says that the Burmese Government is 
increasing its forces on the frontier and actively 
preparing to resist any attempt the Govern- 
ment of India may make to force a suspension 
of the recent decree of confiscation of the prop- 
erty of the Bombay and Burmah Trading Com- 
pany in default of the payment of a judgment 
tor $1,250,000 alleged to be due Burmese foresters 
as wages. The company denies that it was ever 
in debt to the workmen, and claims that it never 
was allowed an opportunity of rebutting the 
charge. A majority of the men have signeda 
declaration that they have no claim on the cor- 
poration. 

An ultimatum has been sent to King Theebaw 
ordering him to reduce the claim against the 
Bombay Trading Company, to remove the re- 
strictions against English traders, and to accept 
a British resident at Mandalay. Gunboats have 
been ordered to Rangoon to await orders to en- 
force the Government's demands by a demon- 
stration at Mandalay. No troops are being pre- 
pared for operations against Burmah. 

Loxpon, Oct. 14.—It is officially denied 
that. Lord Salisbury, the Premier: Lord Ran- 
dolpn Churchill, Secretary of State for India, 
and Lord Dufferin, Viceroy of India, had dis- 
agreed ona policy respecting affairs in Upper 
Burmah.

NO AGREEMENT REACHED, TAMMANY NOT 
BEING GENEROUS ENOUGH. 

After a whole day’s conference and the 
greater part of the night being spent in an at- 
tempt to agree upon a division of the offices to 
be filled at the coming election, the Tammany 
and Irving Hall Conference Committees ad- 
journed at midnight last night without reach- 
ing any definite conclusion. The com- 
mittees of the two organizations dodged 
all day between Tammany and Irving 
Hall and the Westminster Hotel without being 
able to come to any agreement.

EXPLORING HUDSON'S BAF. 
Orrawa, Oct. 14.—Tne Minister of Marine 
this morning received a telegram from S&t. 
John’s Newfoundland, stating that the Govern- 
ment steamer Alert had arrived there after 
visiting the several observation stations along 


Hudson’s Bay and Straits. In 1884 Parliament 
voted $70,000 with a view to _ deciding 
the question whether the Hudson’s Bay route 
could be relied on as an outlet for shipment of 
products of the Nortnwest. In June of 
that year a party was sent out in the 
steamer Neptune, and in groups of three 
they were stationed at intervals along the 
coasts ot the Bay and Straits to 
take observations. Six parties were formed, and 
were left there until visited this Fall by the 
Alert, which took out men to replace those 
who might wish to return home. The 
commander of the expedition reports that at 
one station he found that one of the men. 

A 
man named Stuport, in charge of one of the sta- 
tions, had deserted his post, and with his com- 
panions jbad been picked up by a Hudson's Bay 
steamer and landed at Chickno.

A CASE ILLUSTRATING THE APATHY OF 
FRENCH CANADIANS. 

MonrTrREAL, Oct. 14.—A statement which 
has been prepared by. officers of the Health 
Department shows that of the 280 
deaths from smallpox for the week end- 
ing Friday last 263 were French Canadians, 
13 other Catholics and only 4 Protestants; 195 
were children under 5 years of age, and 53 
between 5 and 10 years. A most shocking case, 
demonstrating the lamentable apathy of the 


French Canadians in regard to the smallpox. has 
just come to light. A hotel keeper named 

amase Benoit, in one of the outlying munici- 
palities, was reported to the Central. Board 
of Health as having a child in his house suffer- 
ing from smallpox. He was requested to close 
his saloon, but treated the order with contempt. 
The Central Board then asked the Mayor of the 
municipality, as Chairman of the local Board of 
Health, to have the jaw enforced, but the 
man again refused to close his hotel, and 
it was only when action was taken against 
him in the courts that he complied. 
Benoit, however, showed his continued obsti- 
pacy by refusing to have any ot his family vac- 
cinated or the sick child isolated. The child died, 
and one by one the other members of his family, 
a wifefand five children, were attacked and died, 
and to-day he is left alone in the world. Yester- 
day 68 new cases of smallpox were reported 
here, 45 of which were verified. Forty-nine 
deaths were reported yesterday, 

Judge Tascherau gave two important judg- 
ments this:morning. The Central Board of 
Health has been declared legal, the city 
has been established in the possession of the 
Mount Royal Hospital, and it has been decided 
that the magistrates or justices of the peace cah 
convict for offenses against the health laws. 
This clears away the whole difficulty, and the 
police magistrate has promised to convict and 
punish severely in every case where the proof is 
sufficient. The residents of the outlying mu- 
nicipalities are said to be furious at the result of 
the case, and rumors are current to the effect 
that they will attack the hospital to-night.

CONTAGIOUS CATTLE DISEASE. 
ae 
ILLINOIS TO PROHIBIT THE IMPORTATION 
OF INFECTED ANIMALS. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 14.—The Mlinois 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners to-day 
transmitted to Gov. Oglesby a communica- 
tion in which they declare that they have 
received reliable information to the effect 


that contagious pleuro-pneumonia among cattle 
now exists and is epidemic in the following 
localitizs: Tbe counties of New-York, Rich- 
mond, Kings, and Queens, in New-York State; 
Bergen, Puasaic, Essex, Union, Hunterdon, Cam- 
den, Burlington, Hudson, and Middlesex, New- 
Jersey; Baltimore and Prince George, 
Maryland; Fairfax and Loudon, Virginia; 
Harrison and Pendleton, Kentucky; New- 
Castle, Delaware, and Jefferson, West 
Virginia, and the Distriet of Columbia, the 
Commissioners recommend that the Governor 
issue a prociamation scheduling such infected 
localities and prohibiting the importation into 
this State of cattle from the counties 
named except in accord with regulations adopt- 
ed by the board and forwarded to the Governor. 
The regulations provide that persoas shipping 
cattle from the localities mentioned shall swear 
that they know the history of the animal 
shipped for 100 days before shipment, and 
that it is healthy and free from pleuro- 
pneumonia, and _ has not for the 100 
days been exposed tothe disease. The shipper 
must also furnish a certificate of his own 
credibility issued by an _ officer of a 
court of record where he lives, and a 
certificate ot the present health of the 
cattle from a veterenarian given under 
state or United States authority. Cattleshipped 
or driven into the State from the infected local- 
ities are subject to examination and quarantine 
here as the Live Stock Commission may think 
for the public safety. Commissioner Smitb dis- 
sents from this action, holding that cattle from 
infected localities ought not to be admitted to 
this State under any circumstances unless they 
are quarantined Jong enough for the disease to 
develop if the cattle were exposed without the 
owner’s knowledge any time before shipment, 
He also thinks that notice should be given in 
advance of the localities against which quaran- 
tine will be enforced, arguing that the regula- 
tion on this point given above is simply an inti- 
mation of quarantine and without the legal 
effect of a specific regulation.

PRINCETON BEATS THE STEVENS INSTITUTE 
ELEVEN IN HOBOKEN. 

The verdant and velvety sward of St. 
George's Cricket Ground, Hoboken, was the 
scene of an exciting football match yesterday 
between the elevens of Princeton and Stevens 
Institute.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A destructive fire broke out at Gains- 
ville, Texas, Tuesday nightin the grocery store 
of J.C. Drew. on Main-square.

NO TROUBLE IN GETTING MONEY 
FOR THE MARINE BANK. 

UR. BARRETT’S TIMELY ADMONITION SAVES 
$600,000 — CONTROLLER GRANT'S 
WATCHFUL CARE OF HIS BONDSMEN, 

The dredging committee from the Sen- 
ate has ceased, temporarily, its excavations into 
the unwholesome depths of the Excise Depart- 
ment. Yesterday the quizzical scoop-buckets 
were lowered into the chaotic guif of the Ma- 
rine Bank’s finances, to fish out, if possible, some 
reason tor Ferdinand Ward writing to Partner 
Fish on S. Hastings Grant’s appointment as Cor- 
troller, ** This is a first-rate thing for us,” 

Isaac S. Barrett said that among other duties 
in the Controller’s office he used to make weekly 
reports to Mr. Grant of the city funds deposited 
in tbe various banks. In April, 1884, when the 
Marire Bank had $1,600,000 of city money in its 
possession, the witness said that he called the at- 
tention of Controller Grant to the matter, and 
told him that the deposit was altogether out of 
proportion to the status of the bank. * There’s 
no use talking, Mr. Grant,” he said, ** there is al- 
together too much money in that bank.” The 
witness spoke to Mr. Grant on more than one 
oceasion about the rapid increase of city de- 
posits in the Marine Bank. ‘The first time I 
did so,” he said, ** 1 had no idea that James D. 
Fish and Ferdinand Ward were among Mr. 
Grant’s bondsmen.” 1), 

As a result of Mr. Barrett’s timely admonition 
$500,000 was withdrawn oe ee ee 
ouly two:days before it failed, and was s- 
aoton to other banks. This Jeft $1,000,000 in the 
bank when it went under. Deducting from this 
a dividend of $350.000, which has been paid, the 
city is still out $650,000 as a resalt of Controiler 
Grant’s confidence in two of his bondsmen. Mr. 
Larrett left with the committee a tabulated 
statement of ali the city money deposited in the 
Marine Bank and in other banks from 1880 to the 
failure ot the Marine Bank in May, 1884, witb, 
ulso, Ferdinand Ward’s purchases in revenue 
bonds, water stock, and other city securities. 
The figures showed that after Grant became 
Controller, in August, 1883, the city deposits in 
the Marine Bank increased from $241,000 to 
$1,600,000 inside of 10 months. Just before the 
fajiure the Marine Bank nad $1,680,000 of city 
money in its vauits, when the Importers and 
Traders’ Bank, the regular depository of city 
funds, had only $700,000. Deputy Controller 
Storrs was.asked: “Can you explain this rapid 
increase of the balance in the Marine Bank? ’ 

“ No, Sir,’’ he answerea. " 

“Was it done at the request of Ward?” con- 
tinued Mr. Straban. 

* Yes, I think it was.”’ ’ 

Mr. Storrs described to the committee the 
manner of taking care of the city’s funds on 
deposit. Smalisums were paid directly to the 
City Chamberlain, Sut large amounts of money 
went directly to the bank, without passip 
through the hands of the Chamberlain at all. 
The Chamberlain, as custodian of the city’s 
finances, got a salary of $25,000a year and puid 
his own clerical force. 

‘In your opinion what is the benefit or use- 
fulness of the City Chamberlain's department? 
Juquired Mr. Strahan; “did you ever hear of its 
preventing or detecting a fraud td 

“T don’t know that I ever did,” answered the 
witness, * but it isa very ancient office, created 
under the Dongancharter. If it was abolished 
I suppose it wou!d require other men to do the 
work.”

* Keeping the city’s acgounte.” 

* But are not accounts of all receipts and ex- 
penditures kept in the Controller’s office 7” 

** Yes, Sir.”

$25,000 a year foc duplicating precisely the same 
thing?” 

** Well.” said the witness, ** I don’t want to say 
that the office is not a useful one.” 

* You are aware that Grant & Ward purchased

** Yes, Sir.” 

“ The object of issuing these bonds is to raise 
money to pay current expenses is it not ? and as 
the city has to pay interest on the money no 
more should be raised than is absolutely neces- 
sary. Isn’t that true ?”’ 

** J believe it is.” 

* Tnen do you think that policy was pursued 
4uring the first four months of 1884 ?”’ 

* Well,” ssid the witness, “‘ we did have a 
pretty large balance.” 

* The bonds purchased by Grant & Ward were 
paid for by Wara’s checks on the Marine Bank, 
were they not ?”’ 

** Yes; certified checks, im most instances.” 

“Do you remember whether the Controller 
ever ordered a delivery of bonds to Ward with- 
out receiving the certitied check ?”’ 

**T don’t remember that he did.” 

“You do know that J. Nelson Tappan was 
City Chamberlain and a Director in the Marine 
Bank at the same time?” 

* I learned of it after the failure.” 

“Do you krow whether any steps have been 
taken by either the Mayor, the Controller, or 
the Corporation Counsel to recover the $650,000 
ot city money still remaining in the Marine 
Bank ?”’ 

“Tam not aware of any action taken by them. 
I suppose the city must wait until the full divi- 
dend is made.” 

“ Do you mean wait for the Statute of Limita- 
tions?” said Mr. ‘Strahan. ‘** Now,isn’t it the 
duty of the city finance cfficers to endeavor to 
recover that money, or take steps to protect the 
city 7” 

*T believe it is.” ri) 

“ Yet you suy no steps have beem taken ?” 

-Wone that [am awure of.” 

“Was Ward a frequent visitor at the 
troiler’s office ?”’ ; 

“Yes, I often saw him there.” 

Senator Comstock asked the witness whether, 
when a large sum was on deposit. at the Marine 
Bank, and money was required to increase the 
rezular deposit at the Importers and Traders’ 
Bank, any preference was shown the Marine 

3ank by dealing leniently with it, and replen- 
isbing the Importers and Traders’ from smaller 
deposits in other banks. Mr. Storrs said he could 
— that question without examining his 
ooks. 

“ But the accounts plainly show,” said Senator 
McCarthy, “that the Mariue Bank regularly had 
a much larger deposit than avy other bank. 
That iooks like preference, doesn’t it 7” 

** Well, that would be the inference,” said the 
witness. 

Richard W. Montgomery, t.ookkeeper in the 
City Chamberlain’s office, testified that when 
Ward made a large purchase of city revenue 
bonds he would pay tor the.n in three or four 
ehecks, allon the Marine Jsank, and make a re- 
guest to have a portion of thesum left on de- 
posit in the Marine Bank. Mr. Montgomery pro- 
duced this letter, which he received in reference 
to Ward’s purchase of borads made just before 
the failure of the bank: 

Ihadatalk with the Coritroller about the bank bal- 
ances yesterday,and hesr ii thet he wus perfectly 
agreenble to anything tue Chamberlain did. L aw 
carrying some of the bor:ds 1 took vesterday in the 
Marine Bunk,and{ want you if possibleto put $100,- 
ov or $200,000 in the Marine Bank to-day until Mon- 
day, as lhavesold alo’, of bondsto be delivered on 
Monday. Let me kno w what you can do.

UNDERGROUND WIRE PLANS. 

Yesterday’s session of the Electrical Sub- 
way Commission was largely attended. J.S. Du 
Bois submitted plans on behalf of the Manhat- 
tan Electric Conduit Company of this city fora 
conduit, the main features of which should be 
the introduction of dry air, to be forced through 
it by means of a compressor, and separate com- 
partments for the wires and cables of the vari- 
ous electric companies availing themselves of 
itsuse. For lateral branches iron pipes were 
recommended by Mr. Du Bois. The cost of the 
trunk line was estimated by that gentieman at 
220,000 per mile. Mr. McElroy, electrician of the 
Standard Underground Caple Company, read 
several telegrams received by him certifying to 
the efticient working of the company’s cables in 
Washington, at the Navy Department and Naval 
Observatory, the Smithsonian Institution, the 
White House, and the War Department, and at 
Pittsburg. E.T. Stevens submitted a plan for 
an earthen conduit, with perforated separating 
pilates or diaphragms at regular distances 
throughout its length, through which the tele- 
phone, telegraph, and electric light wires may 
run. To-day’s meeting of the board will be heid 
at 1:30P. M. instead of during the forenoon, as 
beretofore.

LOUIS P. HAVER LOCEED UP. 


THE JURY WHICH IS TO TRY HIM FOR 
BLACKMAIL SELECTED. 

Ex-Judge Fullerton and Charles A. Jack- 
son, the counsel employed by Louis P. Haver to 
defend him against charges of blackmail, by 
threatening banks and bankers with hbel in his 
paper, Thompson's Bank Note Reporter, unless 
they paid him money alleged to be due for 
subscriptions, were at the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions with their client when Recorder 
Smyth reached there yesterday morning. 
Haver sat by them; locking about him with 
an air of superiority. He is a tall and rather 
slender man, under 40 years old apparently. 


His face slopes outward from a narrow forehead 
to broac jaws. He bas small deep-set eves and 
a prominent nose, on which eyeglasses usually 
rest jauntily. His dress was of blue, even to his 
necktie, on whicha white stone sparkled. The 
proceedings grew monotonous to bim atter the 
first hour, and as there was no prospect of his 
ease coming to trial during the morning he re- 
tired with his counsel to an adjoining room. It 
was nearly 2:30 o’clock when the Recorder was 
ready tolet the case begin. Haver responded 
promptly to the clerk’s call attended by -his 
counsel and by an undersized, small-featurea 
young man, also wearing eyeglasses, named J. 
E. Callenan. He is in Haver’s employ, and is 
jointly indicted with him. George W. Blount, 
who appeared in the case against Haver ata 
former hearing, came into court and sat within 
the bar near Assistant District Attorney Fitz- 
gerald, who has charge of the case for the people. 

The calling of jurors at once began. Nearly 
every man was asked if he knew of Thompson's 
Bank Note Reporter, if he had ever read it, if he 
knew about the charge against Haver, and if 
the exposure of his practices in THE TIMES a 
year ago bad lert animpression upon him that 
could be removed only by evidence. Haver’s 
counsel were especially solicitous in their in- 
quiries about THE TIMES, and were very quick 
to challenge jurors who remembered enough 
about the exposures to have impressions still 
upon their minds. Simon M. Merrill, manager 
of the store of the Wakefield Rattan Company, 
at No. 924 Broadway, said he had no use for 
banking publications, and never consulted 
them. All he knew about the case had come 
from reading the headlines and gathering the 
substance of the charges from THE TIMES. The 
account had not made a lasting impression upon 
him. Mr. Jackson excused him. George W. 
Pertain, a stationer on Exchange-place, said he 
knew nothing of the case and had never heard 
of it until yesterday, when John A. Jones, a 
fellow-juror, and he, in looking over the calen- 
dar at recess, had noticed that sucha case was 
coming to trial, and had made some casual re- 
marks about it. 

Mr. Pertain was accepted. John D. Manning, 
banker, of No. 14 Wall-street, was excused be- 
cause he was a regular reader of THE TIMES, 
although he was sure he could give a fair ver- 
dict on the evidence. Herbert Carpenter, pro- 
prictor of the St. Omer Hotel, aiso read THE 
Times, and had an opinion about the case such 
as:he would get on reading any article. lt 
would not hinder him, however, in reaching a 
verdict according to what he might bear at the 
trial. Ex-Judge Fullerton thought such a state 
of mind disqualified Mr. Carpenter from jury 
service. Recorder Smyth questioned Mr. Car- 
penter closely, and thought he would be a com- 
petent juror. The defense took an exception to 
the ruling and challenged Mr. Carpenter per- 
emptorily. 

The jury box was filled at a little before 4 
o'clock with the followine persons: Samuel

Mr. Fullerton demanded, as soon as the jury 
were seated, to know what charge Haver wus 
expected to answer, as two of the counts of the 
indictment charged blackmail and the other 
charged the offense of causing annoyance. 

** Possibly the charges grow out of the same 
transaction,”’ Recorder 8myth suggested. 

“Tt would be an anomaly,” Mr. Fullerton 
said, *‘ if the man were to be tried for two of- 
fenses.” 

“It has been held the other way—that the 
same offense may be variously described,’’ the 
Recorder replied. 

* Weill, laemaud that the District Attorney 
elect on which count he will try the case.” 

* [ shall bein a better position to decide that 
when the evidence is in,” Mr. Fitzgerald said. 

**[shan’t compel the District Attorney to 
elect now,”’ said the Recorder. ‘* This decision 
is made without prejudice to the right of coun- 
sel for the defense to renew the motion at a fur- 
ther stage.”’ 

Mr. Fullerton took an exception to the ruling, 
and the case was then adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning, when testimony will begin. Mean- 
while, Haver’s bail having been freed by the se- 
jection of the jury, he will reside in the Tombs, 
where he was taken yesterday afternoon. It 
will be necessary for the prosecution to prove 
that the annoying and blackmailing letters to 
banks and bankers were sent from -Haver’s 
office by his orders. They were signed by stamp 
or by type writer. Testimony on this point 
must come from persons in Haver’s employ, 
who will naturally be reluctant thus to throw 
themselves out of employment. Mr. Fitzgerald 
says thatin apite of the trouble about the wit- 
nesses he thinks there is nota flaw in the case 
against Haver. The punishment for blackmail 
is imprisonment not to exceed five years.

The matter of the recent telephone patent suit, 
of which there has been so much discussion, was 
made the subject of the foilowing resolutions, 
adopted unanimously: 

Whereas, In consequence of well supported allega- 
tionsthatthe Bell telephone patents were obtained 
through fraud and misrepresencation, the Attorney- 
General of the United States permitted the United 
Stutes District Attorney at Memphisto begin a suit for 
the annullment ot said patents; and 

Whereax, Attorney-General Garland subsequently 
revoked tbis permission because he was interested in 
the stock of a competing company, and it was tbere- 
fore deemed improper for him to grant such permis- 


sion; 

scesolved, That the fact of the Attorney-General be- 
ing interested in a competing telephone company is 
not suificient reuson for stifling a judicial investiga- 
tion of well supported charges of fraud io the is- 
suunce Of the Beil patents; that the extraordinary et- 
forts made to prevent this judicial investigation fur- 
nish a strong presumption of the truth of these charges, 
and the public interest demands that they should be 
investigated by judicial process or in some other 
thorough and efficient manner. 

Resolved, Vhat while we recognize the right and jus- 
tice of capital invested in patents receiving ijiberal 
compensution, the manner inwhichthe public have 
been treatedin thiscity by the combined telephone 
companies is entirely unjustifiable, und that in the 
opinion of this board no good reason can be shown for 
cburging the citizens of New-York, where a large tele- 
phone business is transacted, $12 50 per month, when 
the charge in other communities where a much small- 
er business is done averages trom $4 to $5 per month, 
aod it is generally admitted thatthe lattcrrates are 
largely remunerative; 

dtesolved, ‘hat the parties engaged in testing the 
vaiidity of the Bell patents are entitled tothe thunks 
of the public, and that they should be encouraged to 
continue this test notwithstanding the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s private interests have unfortunately interfered 
with the first attempt. 

A special meeting of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation is to be held the latter part of 
this month to discuss a resolution requesting 
President Cleveland, in his message to Congress, 
to recommend the passage of some bankruptcy 
law.

DEPENDING ON ANDERSON’S WILL. 


—_ 
THE POINT ON WHICH MARY M. WATSON’S 
SUIT IS TO BE REOPENED. 

At the reopening yesterday of the trial 
of the suit of Mary Maud Watson against Camp- 
bell & Phyfe, her counsel were quick to fore- 
stall the decision that Judge Van Brunt was ex- 
pected to render, dismissing the complaint on 
the ground that the defendants had no notice of 
defects in the proceedings for the probate of 
the witlof the late John Anderson, to whose 
estate belonged the premises from which the 
plaintiff seeks to eject them. Richard 8. New- 
combe, one of her lawyers, asked that the de- 
cision should be kept in abeyance pend- 
ing an effort on bis part to prove 
that Campbell & Phyfe had received notice be- 
fore they bought the premises that there was 
sometbing that might prevent them from ac- 
quiring an indefeasible title. Judge Van Brunt 
consented, and Lawyer R. W. Stevenson then 
testified that he had informed Lawyer Bovee, 
who examined the title for the defendants, 
that a tormer intending purchaser bad with- 
drawn from the negotiations because of the 
manner in which the will of Mr. Anderson was 
proved. To meet this testimony Mr. Bovee, ex- 
Judge Arnoux, and Lawyer John Weber testi- 
fied to the circumstances of the rejection of the 
contract of purchase. Ex-Judge Arnoux then 
moved again fora dismissal of the complaint, 
and Judge Van Brunt decided that the case 
must go to the jury on the question as to 
whether Campbell & Phyte had notice. 

This practically reopened the entire case, and 
Abraham Storms and Lawyer William H. Girod 
testified that Mr. Anderson was of sound mind 
when he made his will. Mr. Storms wasa night 
watchman forsome time in the house ot Mr. 
Anderson, which, its owner being nervous, was 
equipped with steel inside shutters, He. denied 
that Mr. Anderson ever confided to him the fact 
thet he (Anderson) was watching his cook ** to 
prevent her putting pins in his roast peet.”’

Judge Van Brunt could not see what rele- 
vancys the witness’s memory of a tragedy that 
happened 45 years agro could have to a contro- 
versy respecting, the soundness of mind of the 
millionaire tobatconist. He sustained ex-Judge 
Arnoux’s objection to the question, Mary 
Rogers was the “pretty cigar girl’ of Broad- 
way who was found dead at Elysian Fields, and 
whose murderer has not been discovered, and on 
whose fate Poe wrote one of his most sombre 
tales.

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THE CAFPT'AIN GETS HIS SALARY. 


BUT FAILS TO OBTAIN THE AMOUNT OF HIS 
CONTRACT, 

Capt. Gilbert S. Pendleton sued the firm 
of Austin, Nichols & Co., of this city, for $110, 
which he claimed to be due him for wages as 
master of the sehooner Joseph Farwell, and for 
$600 on acontract between him and Juan Verdi, 
whom he asserted was the agent of Austin, 
Nichols & Co. His story wasthat he was ordered 
by the defendants to submit himself to the or- 
ders of Verdi, who was a member of the firm of 
Ferrara, Tura & Co., of Laguna, Mexico, the 
purchasers of the goods with which theschooner 


chartered by Austin, Nichols & Co. was laden; 
that he met Verdi at Havana and was employed 
by him for an agreed compensation of $1,000 to 
run the schooner to a point off the Mexican 
coast, where a great partof hercargo was trans- 
ferred toa smaller boat and smuggled ashore, 
and that Verdi only paid him $400. 

Austin, Nichols & Co. denied that they owed 
Capt. Pendletonm on account of wages, and de- 
nied that Verdi was in any sense their agent. 
Furthermore, they declared that iff Verdi had 
been their agent Capt. Pendleton could not re- 
cover from them, because on his own showing 
his contract with Verdi was illezal. Judge 
Browne, before whom the case was tried in the 
City Court yesterday, dismissed the complaint 
so faras it concerned the alleged Verdi cov- 
tract, onthe ground that the comity between 
the United States and Mexico restrained such 
an agreement from being upheld here. On the 
claim for salary the jury gave Capt. Pendleton 
un verdict for $126.

Light-at Ludlam's Beach and Changs of Characteristic 
of Hereford Inlet Light. 


On and after Nov. 3, 1885, a fixed white light of the 
fourth order, varied bya white flash every at sence, 
willbe shown from the structure recently erected at 
Ludiam’s Beach, (Sea Isle City,) on the coast of New- 
Jersey, nearly 11 miles northeasterly of Hereford In- 
let light station, ana 17 miles southwestward of Abse- 
con light station. Vhe apparatus lights the entire 
horizon, with the exception of a dark angle of thirty- 
six degrees, which covers the shoal off Townsend In- 
let. The easterly edge of the dark anyzle bears north 
and south, (magnetic.) The focal plane is 40 feet 
above mean seu level. The light should be seen, in 
clear weather, irom the deck of a vessel 15 teet above 
the sea, 1144 nautical miles. he structureis a frame 
dwelling with a wooden tower, painted brown, sur- 
mounted by a black lantero. The approximate poai- 
tion of the lighthouse, as tuken from the charts of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, is as follows: Lat. 84° 09/ 
(57’') N., lon, 74° 40’ (58’”) W. Also, on the same date, 
the light at Hereford Inlet light station, which is now 
tixed red, will be changed to tixed white, in order that 
it may not be mistaken for the red light onthe Five 
Fathom Bank, Northeast Knd Lightsbip, and will have 
a dark ungie of seventeen degrees, to cover the shoal 
off Townsend Inlet. ‘Uhe easterly edge of the dark 
angie bears S. W. \&% W., (magnetic.)
